Sacramento, February 1!, 1881. 
The Senate m et iu regular session at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. Roll called. 
Quo­ 
rum present. 
Journal of the last m eeting read 
and corrected. 
Mr. Bauul subm itted a petition from citizens of 
Santa Clara county, requesting the passage of A. B. 
177. 
Judiciary. 
Mr. Sattkrwhitk moved th at the resignation of 
the Secretary he accepted in order that another Stc- 
rtta ry m ight be elected. 
Mr. DA ta —Mr. President, before that motion 
romes to a vote, I wish to state to the Senators that 
I received a note from Mr. Boruck yesterday m orn­ 
ing, prior to his departure, in which he requested 
me to state that his resignation was intended to be 
final, and was final, and th at it was his desire that 
his resignation 
accepted. 
At the same time he 
wished me, on his b half, to thank all of the Sena­ 
tors of this body—the Republicans and Democrats 
and Workingmen alike—for the support and the 
kindness which he had received at their hands 
always, since he became an officer of this Sena’e one 
y ear ago. 
If it were not for this intim ation from 
him, or this request, I should have voted against re­ 
ceiving his resignation; but, at his request, I am 
obliged to vote for it. 
Mr. Boruck’s lesignation was accepted by a viva 
voce vote. 
Mr. J o h n so n— I nom inate Jam es A. Orr, our pre­ 
sent Assistant Secretary, for Secretary of the Senate. 
Mr. Orr was elected by a unanim ous vote. 
Mr. J ohn on—1 now place in nomination Frauk 
T Ryan, to take the place of the Assistant Secretary 
at the desk. 
Mr. Chknby —I place in nomination the name of J. 
R. Bneriy. 
Mr. L'kaylor—I place in nomination Ed. Sm ith. 
Mr. Davis—I second the nomination of Mr. Bner- 
ly for the reason that be has had experience at the 
desk, and is therefore better qualified to take the 
piace caused by this vacancy than any new man 
would be. 
Mr. Conop.r—I nominate William M. Gillespie, 
formerly Chief Clerk of the H**use in Nevada, and 
once in the State of New York, one of the most 
com petent and best Chief Clerks of Legislatures on 
tuis comst. 
Mr H ill—I move the election of A°si¿tant Secre­ 
tare be postponed. The present Secretary has, in 
most cases, done most of the work of Secretary, the 
Secretary, who has resigned having frequently gone 
to San Francisco and remained there from Friday 
till Monday. 
1 think we have enough clerical force 
as it is. 
The roll being called. Sm ith received 22, Brierly 
1 , Ryan 1 and Gillespie 1 vote. 
Sm ith, having received a m ajority of the total 
v t« , was declaied elect sd. 
M i. Davis introduced the following bill out of or­ 
der : To amend Section 3S2 of an Act to establish a 
Code of Civil Procedure, approved March 11, 1372, 
leiari g to parries to civil acti >ns. 
Irrigation. 
The Committee on Claims reported a substitute 
for S B. ISO, and recommended its passage. 
The Judiciary Committee reported back A. B. 72, 
accompanied by the following opinion: 
The bill authorizes suit to be maintained aiainst 
towns, cities, cities and counties, in casts where “ by 
reason of errors, omissions or irregularities of any 
of the municipal authorities,” contractors for work 
upon public streets, sidewalks and sewers have lost 
their ciaims, or liens. 
By the law under which 
nearly all th e ^ claims accrued, it was provided in 
express term s th at in no event should the m unici­ 
pality be liable therefor, and that proviso was in­ 
corporated in the contract. 
The law proceeded 
upon the theory that the work was of private bene­ 
fit, and should be paid for by the individuals 
benefited, and not by the public. 
The bill in ques­ 
tion not only gives the right to 'b rin g suit, but in 
express term s confers “ a right and cause of actiou” 
for such claims. 
In 
other words, it creates a 
legal demand against the municipality for these 
claims where none exists, and leaves to the Courts 
only the question of determ ining the amount. 
This 
is beyond the constitutional ¡Hiwer of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
To quote the language of our Supreme Court, 
in the case of Hoag and vs. the City of S icramento 
(52 Cal., 150), “ While the Legislature does interfere 
to furnish a remedy, or remove an impediment which 
prevents the enforcement of a legal or equitable 
right or duty already existing, it cannot, even 
against a municipal corporation, create a claim, 
w ithout the consent of those who are to be taxed 
for its payment. 
Such a procedure, while taking on 
the form of a statutory enactm ent, would am ount 
to mere spoliation.” To the same effect is the opin­ 
ion of Chief Justice Dixon in Hasbrouek vs. the City 
of Milwaukee (13 Wis., 50), “ In so doing the Legis­ 
lature would interfere with vested rights of prop­ 
erty. 
It would of its own mere motion create an 
obligation where by law none before existed; it would 
ini]X)3e a liability against the will and without the 
consent of the party to be charged. 
This the Legis­ 
lature cannot do.’' 
It was urged in argum ent before 
the com m ittee that the contractors having lost their 
liens through the carelessness or neglect of citv 
officials in the performance of their duties iu pro­ 
codings claimed to be for the benefit of the cor|>ora- 
tion, the corporation thereby became liable for the 
looses incurred through such carelessness or neglect. 
But no such rule of law obtains in this State. 
The 
ordinary coetrine of principal and agent does not 
apply to municipal corjioratioiis and their officers. 
Incorporated cities and towns, like counties, are 
mere govermental instrum entalities formed under 
th e laws of the Sh&te for purposes of internal ad­ 
m inistration (W inbigler vs. city of Los Angeles, 45 
Cal., 3d). They are not liable for injuries sustained 
by private parties through the neglect or malfeas­ 
ance of their officers. The remedy, if any, is 
against the officers as individuals ami upon their 
official bonds, but the public is iu no way responsi­ 
ble for the acts. 
(Huffman vs. San Joaquin county, 
21 Cal., 426; Crowell vs. Sonoma county, 25 Cal.. 
313.) In illustration of the foregoing principles, we 
further refer the Sen te to the eases of Brady vs. 
King (53 Cal., 44), and the People vs. Lynch (5 
Cal , 13). 
There are other objections to the bill 
which it is not necessary to specify. The committee 
are of the opinion that u is clearly unconstitutional, 
and therefore report it back with the recommenda­ 
tion th at it be indefinitely postponed. 
Wbndkll, Chairman. 
The Committee on County and Town Govern­ 
m ents recommended lh a t A. B. 48 be referred to the 
Committee on Citv, Cfty and County and Town 
Governments, as it related solel) to municipal cor­ 
porations. 
On motion of Mr. Wendell the bill was so re­ 
ferred.

By Mr. Nkhmanx To amend Section 1070 of the 
Penal Code of the State of California, relative to the 
num ber of perem ptory challenges iu criminal cases. 
Judiciary. 
The Committee on Slate Prisons recommended 
the passage of S. B. 344

Taxation of Growing Crops and Double 
Taxation—Deterioration of Califor­ 
nia Wheat—Summer Fallow. 


Among the classes of property exempt 
from taxation by the Constitution growing 
crops are included. 
We presume that the 
principal consideration which induced the 
Convention to exempt growing crops from 
taxation was the uncertainty of the value of 
such crops. It is impossible for the Assessor, 
on the first day of March, to fix the value of 
any of the leading crops per acre, or to fix 
the value of any of the fruit crops, and any 
valuation at that time would be unfair and 
unjust. 
Hence 
it is very proper that 
all 
growing 
cr- ]> 
should 
be 
exempt 
from assessment and taxation. 
Hut a new 
question has lately aris- n in connection with 
this Bubject, iu c lussquence of the large 
amount of wheat remaining in the hands of 
producers, and lik-ly to still remain iu such 
hands on the 1st of March next, 
l'his ques­ 
tion is as to when a crop ceases to be a grow­ 
ing crop for revenue purposes ? The question 
of amount of product has been settled by the 
harvesting and weight • f the crop, hut if re­ 
maining iu first hands the value of ti.at pro­ 
duct has not been d-’ermined. The farmer 
has received nothing for i t ; in other words, 
he has realiz’d nothing for his last year’s 
tabor and investment. The State it ard of 
Agriculture, in their recent report, In.id that 
a crop should, for revenue purposes, be con­ 
sidered a growing crop till it has passed out 
of first hards. 
We quote from their report 
on this subject: 
The Stan* Constitution exem pts growing crops 
ir on taxation, hut neither the Constitution nor rev­ 
enue law fixes th e tim e when any given crop shali 
cease to be considered as a growing crop for revenue 
purposes. 
We think it the evident intent of the 
C onstitution th at the farm er’s crops shall be exempt 
from t.xation until he shall have realized from 
them , or until they shall have been converted into 
another class of property. The necessity for some 
legislation fixing the time when such exemption 
from taxation shall cease, is strikingly illustrated 
in the present condition of th e wheat crop harve-ted 
the past sum m er 
It was estim ated th at on the first 
day of January there was 1,000,000 tons of the last 
crop in the State. 
Of tins amount there wiil nut be 
less than C00,000 tons in the State on the first of 
March. From 400,000 to DOO.Ol’O tons of this amount 
will still he in the hands of farmers, and under the 
present laws, subject to taxation. 
The delay in the 
disposition of the crop has been to a great extent 
on account of a scarcity of tonnage to carrj it away. 
Thus the producers will be taxed and compelled to 
pay on from *10,000,003 to *12,500,000 worth of 
property which should equitably be exem pt from 
taxation 
Legislation up n this subject to affect 
th.- present situation should be had at an early day. 
A t the meeting of grain-growers held at 
San Francisco last week, we notice the fear 
prevailed that the farmers would be com­ 
pelled uuder the Constitution to pay double 
taxation on these crops so held over. 
We 
think a proper construction of the Constitu­ 
tion and revenue laws gives no warrant for 
the entertainment of this fear. The loaner of 
money on land or any other property upon a 
mortgage or other form of security is by the 
Constitution and laws deemed to have ac­ 
quired an interest in such property to the 
extent of the money loaned, and the borrower 
of the money is deemed to have parted with 
his interest in the same property to the same 
extenf, and taxation is evidently intended to 
follow such change of interest. Any other 
construction of the Constitution and revenue 
laws would be a perversion of the evident 
intent and meaning. 
We quote from the 
revenue law : 
A mortgage, deeil of tru st, contract nr other obli­ 
gation by u liieh a debt is s.cured, shall for the pur­ 
poses of assessment and taxation be deemed and 
treated as au interest in the property affected there­ 
by. 
In ease of debts so secured, the value of tiie 
property affected by such mui tgage, deed of trust, 
contract or obligation, .e-s the t due of such secu­ 
rity, shall be assessed and taxed 1 > the owner of the 
property, and the value a sueii security shall be 
assessed and *ax-d to tee owner thereof in the 
county, city or district :;i wi.icn the property af­ 
fected thereby is situated. 
Tiie tix es so levied shall 
be a lien upon the property and security (that is, 
the tax levied on the security will be a iien on the 
security, ami the tax levied on the balance of the 
property, after d duetirg tue value of the security, 
will be a lieu un th at balance of the pr- perty). 
It 
paid by the owner of the security, t.be tax : o levied 
upon the proper;\ a f f e c te d thercnv shall become a 
part <f the debt so secured. 
If I he own r of the 
property shall pay the tax so levied on such security, 
it shall constitute a p-.ytnent thereon, and to the 
extent of such paym ent a full discharge thereof. 
Thus it will be seen that it is intended to 
levy and collect but one tax, and that to the 
exact value of the property pledged, and the 
law is very careful to place the obligation to 
fiay the tax where it equitably belongs—mak 
mg the loaner of tin u ney responsible for 
the tax cn the exact amount of money loaned, 
and the borrower responsible for the exact 
value of wheat (or other property pledged) 
after deducting the value of the security or 
the amount of m >ney loaned upon it. 
So far 
as the law and the proper execution of it is 
concerned therefore, there is no double taxa­ 
tion, 
but the double taxation 
comes 
in 
(•iDon the wheat-owr.er) in 
the evasion of 
the 
express 
provisions 
and intent of 
the 
law, anil 
we 
are sorry to 
see 
that the convention of wheat-growers referred 
to actually countenance and assist in such 
evasion by the passage of a resolution advis­ 
ing the farmers that it is the best policy to 
f ty the taxes on the wheat they have been 
:: impelled to hypothecate. Now this resolu­ 
tion means just this and nothing more: That 
the farmers think it the best policy to assist 
the money loaners to evade the Constitution 
and the revenue law and saddle a tax upon 
themselves alone which the law iutended to 
divide between them and money loaners ; in 
other words, they agree to pay a tax upon 
the full value of the wheat, and allow the 
owner of the security to go tax free rather 
than be compelled to sell their wheat before 
the 1st of March, so that the money loaner 
can hide his money from ihe Assessor. This 
is in fact double taxation to the farmer, but 
it is an evasion of taxation to the money 
loaner to the same extent, so that the State 
gets no double amount of taxes. 
In view of 
the above explanation, the following pream­ 
ble and res dution passed by the convention 
of wheat-growers is a cool evasion of the 
facts, from the State’s standpoict at leas*, 
while from the forced standpoint of the 
fanner, it is a true statement of the case. 
The word “ cons ru e l” however In the pre­ 
amble Biiould be read “ evaded.” We give 
the preamble and resolution: 
W ukrbas, As the law is now construed, taxes 
m ust be levied on whent in fctore; also on the notes 
given by owners of wheat for man y borrowed and 
secured bv said wheat, thereby cauting double taxa­ 
tion ; be it, therefore. 
Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed 
by thi* Convention t-* draft a suitible bill to obviate 
the difficulty, and urcre upon our Representative s in 
the L 
e ature to secure its paseare at as early date 
as possible. 
It will be -e.vi that the preamble purposely 
intends a deception, for while it is true that 
under the Isw “ taxes must be levied on 
wheat in store,” the levy Í3 only on the wheat 
remaining alter a sufficient amount has been 
set aside or exempted from levy to equal the 
amount of money borrowed on it, and that, 
such legal levy does not “ thereby cause 
double taxatiou.” But the evasion of the 
tax on the security, or money loaned, causes 
double taxation to the farmer, while the State 
collects but one tax on the wheat and none 
on the security or money. 


Deterioration of California Wheat. 
During the last five years we have fre­ 
quently called attention to the deterioration 
of California wheat, and the consequent de­ 
cline in the grade of our wheat below its 
former standard, and below the grade of 
many other countries whose wheat was for­ 
merly graded below ours. We have shown 
on former occasions that in consequence of 
this deterioration and decline in price the 
wheat farmers were iosers annually to the 
amount of many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Following our efforts in this direc­ 
tion for reform in this respect the Produce 
.Exchange of San 
Francisco last spring 
took up the subject, charging the cause 
to carelessness of farmer i and urging great 
care on the part of wheat-growers generally. 
Farmers retorted through the press that the 
fault did not lie so much with them as with 
shippers, who, in making up cargoes of wheat, 
were careless and mixed inferior with good 
wheat, thus causing all to be classed as in­ 
ferior. The discussion of the subject is bear­ 
ing good fruit all around- Farmers are tak­ 
ing more pains with their soil and seed, and 
are making great efforts to clean their wheat 
better, 
and 
shippers 
are 
also 
exer­ 
cising greater care in keeping good and bad 
grades of wheat separate. 
We hear but 
little now of gravel in wheat, which shows 
that the farmers are also seeing to it that the 
forks used in bringing the grain to the ma­ 
chines while thra-hing are bandied more 
carefully, 30 that they do Dot scoop up the 
soil with the grain, At a meeting of wheat- 


growers, held in San Francisco last week, 
resolutions were passed covering the whole 
subject in a manly and truthful manner, 
which gives hope that further cause of com­ 
plaint may be removed. The resolutions re­ 
ferred to were passed unanimously, and are 
as followB: 
W hereas, The fact th at California wheat has de­ 
clined in grade in the foreigu m arket to a position 
below th at of the wheat of many other countries ; 
and whereas, this condition is due partly to the 
careless m anner in which farmers plant, harvest and 
prepare their wheat, and partly to the practice oi 
speculators, wherein good and inferior wheat axe 
mixed in making up lots or cargoes; therefore, be it 
resolved, 
. 
. , ... 
First—That it is the sense of this meeting that all 
farmers Bhould pay such attention to preparing 
their lands, selecting their seed and conducting 
their harvest as shell tend to the production of the 
purest and cleanest m arketable product 
Second- That we denounce as detrim ental to the 
’T eat wheat-producing interest of our State the 
practice which many speculators have adopted of 
m ixing different grades of wheat, thereby deceiving 
the eons mer ana creating, as it has m our case, a 
great r. duction from the standard quality which our 
wheat ouct- maintained in ti.e foreign m arket, and 
which it should now have. 
Third—That the members of this Convention will 
do all in their power to raise the standard of Cali­ 
fornia wheat, and shall urge the same upon all who 
are in any way connected w ith this interest. 


Summer-fallow this Year, 
It is now evident that on account of con­ 
tinued wet weather during the season gen­ 
erally employed by farmers iu putting in 
their wheat, the area sown this year to wheat 
will be much less than the average—probably 
not over two-thirds the area in wheat last 
year, 
A very large amount of land will 
therefore remain uncultivated to any crop 
This fact suggests the adoption of a more 
certain and better plan of wheat-culture, and 
at the same time presents the oppoitunity of 
adopting this plan. \ \ e refer to summerdal- 
lowing instead of winter-plowing and sowing. 
We have frequently urged farmers to adopt 
the fallow system, even though to do so would 
necessitate their lands to lay idle one year. 
Now that they are forced to let their lands 
lay idle, the opportunity is off re<l for them 
to adopt for the future the better method of 
cultivation. We have urged the summer fal­ 
lowing heretofore on the ground that a more 
certain crop would be secured in dry seasons. 
We now urge the same plan on the ground 
that it will more certainly secure a good crop 
even in wet seasons. The lands summer- 
fallowed 
last 
spring, 
being 
in good 
condition, 
were 
sown 
in 
the 
fail 
before the heavy rains commerced, and are 


dow promising a good crop. Had a larger 
breadth of land been summer-fallowed, we 
wi uld not to-day be regretting the small area 
in wheat. Summer-fallow this spring, and 
not be caught next fall in the condition that 
has overtaken the farmers this fall. While 
upon this subject we would urge the practice 
of cross plowing the summer fallowed land, at 
least once before sowing. 
We believe tl.at 
plowiug even the third time would fully re­ 
pay the cost and a good deal more. _ In our 
experience 
in 
wheat-growing 
in 
the 
State of New York, we found that the 
third plowing, or cross-plowing tile second 
time, added very materially to the yield and 
quality of the wheat, and we see no reason 
wiiy the same plan will not produce like re­ 
sults here. Those who have auy doubt as to 
the protitablentss of plowiug the third time 
can satisfy themselves at little expense by 
trying a few acres. 


Cultivating Wheat. 
Farmers would not think of planting com 
and expecting a good crop without some after­ 
cultivation. One or two cultivations after 
planting, and perhaps one or two hoeings, are 
deemed necessary to the production of a good 
crop of corn. Now, why cannot a wheat 
crop be increased by cultivation as well as a 
corn crop ? This is a question which every 
wheat-farnier should put to himself, and 
which he should oe able to answer intelli­ 
gently fmm practical demonstration. This 
season is a most favorable one to experiment in 
this directi n. The wheat now in the ground 
was by far the largest portion of it sowu before 
the heavy reins, and the soil has been beaten 
and packed down with the storms of the past 
month, till the surface is hard anil compact. 
When the water bl.all have receded and the 
sun and north winds shall succeed the damp 
weather, these compact surfaces will dry and 
bake and actually pinch the stems, and thus 
greatly damage the crop. As soon aB the 
soil will permit, therefore, the surface should 
be cultivated and loosened up. A good drag­ 
ging and cross dragging will prove of great 
benefit. 
So long as the roots are not 
actually piulled up the cultivation will 
be benefiti il. Even if a considerable portion 
of the wheat plants are pulled out by the 
roots, the cultivation will still be beneficial, 
as those 1> ft will thus be made to stool much 
more, and the growth will be much more free 
and luxurious. The cultivation should be 
done a- soon as may be in the sprii g, after 
the surface of the soil hat been dried out so 
as not to mire the horses’ feet too deeply, and 
before the wheat has become too far ad- 


F-BRPARY FASHIONS. 


Diamond flies and ruby tortoises are 
among the attractive new pieces of jew­ 
elry. 
A large bow of very wide satin ribbon is 
now worn on the left side, just below the 
belt. 
This gives a pretty finish to many 
simple toilets. 
Armure and serge dresses in tiny plaids 
are fashionable in very dark or neutral 
tints, which are generally brightened by 
touches of scarlet or gold. 
A favorite way of dressing the neck in 
the street is to wind round and round it a 
black lace scarf, and to fasten it at the left 
side with a silver brooch. 
Pure white as a dress fabric is obsolete. 
All white fabrics used for dresses are ivory 
tinted. 
The most elegant are satin or 
brocade, trimmed with lace and embroi­ 
dery. 
Broad velvet sashes are worn, tied at the 
left side in a careless knot. They are gayly 
lined, anJ finished ou the ends by shirring 
and taasels; 
sometimes one end is Itit 
plaiD. 
The baláyense has increased in elegance, 
and is now composed of a full width of 
lace massed in plaits, which take the forms 
of fans and have the reversed points set far 
up underneath the hem. 
Some of the half long sleeves devoted to 
evening toilets are pleated perpendicularly 
aud terminate at the rlbow, where they 
are finished with a cuff covered with white 
lace and slightly bouffant. 
Beaded trim m ings are not so m uch in 
demand a3 last winter, because they have 
become common. 
Fringes and passem ent­ 
eries are popular, but these are not rightly 
known as beaded trimmingB. 
Among the new lamp shades are some of 
a delicate silvery color, which have the ef­ 
fect of w ater when the light is burning, 
and upon them are little fish and sea 
anemones th at seem to move as the light 
flickers. 
All combinations in two fabrics are in 
fashion. 
One of the prettiest consists in 
making the skirt with three perpendicular 
plaits of plain cashmere, then three simi­ 
lar plaits of plain satin, and so on for the 
whole skirt. 
The key note of fashion is still habits or 
coats, those of the marquises of the seven­ 
teenth century, that is scarlet embroidered 
with gold. 
Others are of dark-colored 
gloth, with collar and cufl’3 of gold em­ 
broidered velvet. 
Dressy ulsters of drab and ecru cloth 
have hoods lined with red or scarlet satin, 
the seams being corded with the same, and 
the cuffs and pockets corresponding. 
Cop­ 
per buttons with hounds' heads are used 
for fastenings. 
Feathers take the lead for both hat and 
b mnet decoration, ostrich feathers natur­ 
ally taking the lead. 
On evening bonnets 
flowers are used, such as the old-fashioned 
gillyflowers, marigolds, daffodils, cowslips, 
sweet peas and chrysanthemum. 
For house dresses light colors are used, 
especially in cream, tan and old gold 
shades, and those of pale blue or of red 
cashmeres, which are now worn by blondes 
and brunettes alike, while the lavender 
and mauve woods are confined to blondes. 
Opera cloaks made of plush and velvet, 
in white and delicate colors, have fre­ 
quently a muff to match—the muff being 
of the reticule shape, and beautifully gar­ 
nished with satin nbbon, chenille fringe 
and lace, smothering a bouquet of artificial 
flowers and roses. 
The flower corsage pockets are extremely 
pretty. 
They are composed of small flow­ 
ers of several kinds, or of rosebuds of a 
single kind, arranged in the shape of a 
tiny saehel. with bandies of the flexible 
steins, braided, which also border or serve 
as a frame for the flowers.

The last days of one Administration and 
the coming on of another have in them 
that which suggests to the reflective mind 
the vaniias vanitatum of the preacher. The 
slowly-dying Administration retains the 
pomp and formalities of power, but little 
of the real substance. 
No one cares ab­ 
sorbingly now w hat the H ayts view is an 
any given sul-ject, except the few who still 
look to him for fat appointments before 
March 4th. 
He seems principally occupied 
at present with putting in place the few 
remaining friends w ho were not already 
provided for, and civil service reform, the 
heavenly maid, gets a black eye every 
day afresh. 
Here is the incidental testi­ 
mony of (leo. M. Lockwood, Chief Clerk 
of the Interior Department, which has 
been supposed to be the chosen haunt of 
that fair goddess. 
Secretary Schurz has 
meant io have the reform of the civil 
service a real thing in his Department, but 
the men immediately around him have not 
helped him. 
The Secretary is great in the 
abstract, but it is not given to every great 
man to know an unscrupulous man at sight, 
aud if the thing which Mr. Lickvvood 
complains of is true, no man is more likely 
to be responsible for it than himself. A t a 
meeting, Saturday evening, of the Execu­ 
tive Committee for the promenade ball 
and reception the night of March 4th, 
Mr. Lockwood, as reported in the public 
prints, said “ that during ti e canvass just 
passed through, the clerks of the Interior 
Department had been raked over three 
times, as with a fine-tooth comb, to aid in 
the election of M r. Garfield. 
Mauy of the 
clerks in the Department had embarrassed 
themselves for months to come.” 
If these 
things are done in the green tree, what 
shall be expected in the dry ? 
Washington 
people know so well the hollowness of the 
vaunted civil service reform th at it is a 
standing joke here.

ADMINISTRATION PIETY. 
It is not expected of the incoming Ad­ 
ministration th at it will indulge in so much 
early piety as did the old. 
General Gar­ 
field is a practical politician, schooled in 
all the arts of the trade. 
Men do hope for 
considerable lively common sense in his 
methods, but they do not expect ostenta­ 
tious saintliness. 
It is sure to be an inter­ 
esting administration to the correspondent, 
with such a red-blooded man as General 
Garfield in the Presidency, and such an­ 
other red-blooded man as Mr. Blaine in 
the Premiership. 
There is plotting and 
counter-plotting now over the other Cab­ 
inet places and the Speakership, and cer­ 
tain out-going Congressmen are fixing a 
longing eye on various foreign missions. 
W hat a pity that the whole machinery of 
Government must be takeu to pieces and 
set up over again so very often! 
Our re­ 
publican institutions lack the one great 
essential of 
repose.

ought not to complain, however, for these 
things are the life of the profession—the 
meat it feeds upon.

her parents. 
Mrs. Ramsey is this winter an invalid, and 
Secretary Ramsey has just lost a bachelor 
brother, devoted to his interests—by sui­ 
cide, it is said, at the Secretary’s failure to 
secure the Minnesota Senatorship in place 
of MacMillaD, who becomes his own suc­ 
cessor. 
The Postmaster-General and Mrs. 
Key were confessedly poor, and lived X’ery 
quietly at the Kbbitt House, eutertaining 
no one, except th at he took his turn in giv­ 
ing the solemn semi monthly Cabinet din­ 
ners. 
His successor, Mr. Maynard, is thin, 
long-haired, and dyspeptic. 
His wife is a 
patient-looking invalid. 
On a basement 
window of their residence is the card, 
' ‘ Rooms for rent”—a quaint adornment for 
a Cabinet Minister’s house. 
Secretary and 
the Misses Schurz live very much within 
themselves. 
They go out freely, but do 
not entertain. 
One musicals to a limited 
number of guests at their house is the only 
festivity to he recalled there in the four 
years. The Attorney-General is a bachelor, 
and entertains onlv gentlemen at an occa- 
sionaldinner. The Vice-President is a child­ 
less widower, and on W ednesday even­ 
ing of this week will give at Worm-

four years of his administration, to personal 
friends in the Senate. 
Secretary Thomp­ 
son’s family were perhaps the rawest ma­ 
terial that has entered into Cabinet life 
for a generation.

There are two single daugh­ 
ters, neither of them young, and a son, 
who was his father's private secretary and 
is now a Departm ent clerk. 
They went 
out as opportunity offered, but were never 
known to reciprocate.

Secretary and Mrs. Sherman are well 
versed in the amenities of social life, but 
they like to entertain a "few personal 
friends at a time.

freely in society, but they live on Capitol 
Hill in one tenement of an unimpressive 
brick row, and are little heard of socially

Well, no one blames the Cabinet or the 
Speaker for not entertaining the multitude 
on SS.000 a year ; but there is a great deal 
of trank speculation as to whether it may 
not be compatible with the interests of the 
public service to have a few rich and hos­ 
pitable men in the next Cabinet.

Ff.IUHIFUL EXPERIENCE. 


A Eoat w ith Pour Men Dashed Over the 
Cascades. 
(Portland (Or.) Bulletin] 
On Tuesday, lleury Thiclson, Assistant 
Engineer of the railroad division of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, 
with a party of four men, left the mouth of 
the John Day river, for the purpose of 
going down to Celilo. 
Shortly after start­ 
ing a dense fog appeared on the river, 
which rendered it impossible for the men 
in the boat to distinguish the shore line, 
and the increasing swiftness of the current 
of the river carried the boat along at a 
speed not realized by the occupants until 
the harsh, dull roar of the water, as it 
dashed over the 
head 
of 
the 
Cas­ 
cades, below Celilo, was heard, and an 
awful fate seemed to be inevitable. 
It 
was useless to endeavor to take the boat 
out of the whirling eddie3 that now encir­ 
cled it, aud the rustling waters seemed 
to be but p aying with the frail baik, as 
every moment it was drawn nearer and 
nearer to an almost certain doom, while the 
wild roaring of the waters as they dashed 
down into the seething abyts below seemed 
to hiss and sputter aud laugh in a perfect 
carnival of terror. As the terrified inmates 
of the boats approached the fatal spot, like 
a flash the boat suddenly darted out of 
the eddy straight to the fall—one minute 
aud the boat would be dashed to pieces, 
but, 33 if guarded by the hands of Provi­ 
dence, the boat caught on a sunken rock 
just on the vergeof the fall, and lying there 
swinging with the motion uf the waters, but 
leaving the men pow erless, facing death, and 
while saved from it uuablo to escape. 
It 
was at this moment that a new danger, and 
one th at made the certainty of being car­ 
ried over the falls inevitable, now pre­ 
sented itself. 
Coming down the river and 
almost on the top of the boat was discov­ 
ered an immense flow of ice. 
The almost 
certainty of death either by being carried 
over the rocks or eke crushed to pieces 
in the ice was only left to choose, and 
before the engineer and his party could 
realize it the ice was upon them, aud one 
immense cake had shot under the boat, 
lifted it over the sunken rock and ice, 
and boat and men were carried over the 
falls down into the basin below, and not 
a soul injured. 
It was a fearful experi­ 
ence, an event that not one of the party 
will ever forget, though they live to be 
nnmbered with the centenarians of future 
years. 
Once in the basin below, the party 
gained the shore and reached their desti­ 
nation by overland route.

REVIEW OF LATE ISSUES FROM AMERICAN 
AND EUROPEAN PRESSES. 


Magazines of the Day—Fiction—Popular 
Literature—Recent Translations— 
Standard Works—New Music. 


From Dr. .Tames Henry McLean, St. Louis, 
we have a copy of his volume on “ Weapons 
of W ar.” Dr. McLean is the inventor of 
numerous destructive artillery arms, and in 
bis labors has been aided by Myron Colonry 
of New Haven, Conn. 
The Doctor con.si. ers 
these weapons to be so terribly destructive 
that they amount almost to a prevention of 
war, ami hence he names them “ Peace­ 
makers.” The work is freely illustrated, 
showing all the new weapons in detail. 
A 
glance at those views cannot but impress one 
w ith the feaiful death dealing qualities of the 
weapons. 
They are in the main fight maga­ 
zine guns,, "with many barrels or many cham­ 
bers which discharge great quantities of 
bullets and by which a raking fire can be 
kept up. One of these is almost equal, ap­ 
parently, to a brigade of infantry. The in­ 
ventor also shows designs of protective works 
for shielding soldiers, and all these are move- 
ab'e and easily advanced as troops move 
forward. 
Ho gives views also of new styles 
of torpedoes. 
Lately the Army and A unt 
Journal presented the most interesting cf the 
sketches and gave up to their consideration 
much space. 
Whatever the merits of the 
Doctor’s invention”, they have awakened 
deep interest throughout all advanced nations 
and are likely to be thoroughly tested and 
their true worth demonstrated. The author 
of the book makes these claims in his etf. rt 
to secure universal peace: That explosive 
pr. jectiles should be made more certain and 
terrible in their effects than they now are. 
That a torpedo should be produced which 
should be inexpensive and yet sure to destroy 
the vessel assailed. That magazine cannon, 
as well 8H small arms, capable of being fired 
with lightning-like rapidity, to the extent of 
80 rounds for cannon and more than 100 
rounds for small arms, are necessary. That 
battery guns which car. fire broadsides of 20 
to 40 shots at a single pull of the trigger, be 
eff ctive two, three, and it may be six miles, 
aud capable of delivering forty broadsides iu 
one minute, are a necessity. 
From A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, we have a new law book, law library 
style, large 8vo. and embracing nearly 700 
pages. 
It is entitled “ The United States 
Mining Laws and the Decisions of the 
Commissioner 
of 
the 
General 
Land 
Office, 
ard 
of 
the Secretary 
of the 
Interior Thereunder.” 
It is by p . K. 
Sickels of Washington, and contains circular 
instructions from the General Land Office 
and forms for establishing proof of claims ; 
also, the decisions of the Supreme Uoutt of 
the United States under the mining Acts. 
The title sufficiently indicates the character 
and scope of the work. 
Such a book is 
needed. 
Under the mining laws of the 
United .States the same qnestions are rarely 
presented both to the judicial and executive 
branches cf the Government for decision. 
In the former the questions usually relate in 
some manner to the possession of the mining 
claim. 
In the latter they relate to the acqui­ 
sition of title in pursuance of the law and 
decisions of the Courts. 
Experience has 
demonstrated that the proceedings in the 
executive offices involve the decision of many 
delicate points of law and forms of pleading. 
A peculiar practice has grown up uuder the^e 
laws, both before the Courts and in the Land 
Department. The practitioner must receive 
a special training in order to give good ad­ 
vice to or successfully represent bis client 
Aud whether he practices before the Courts 
or iu the Land Office, the mining lawyer 
should have handy for reference authorita­ 
tive citation of deci-ions—such as in this 
b i k—controlling the action of the Court or 
officer before whom he appears as the repre- 
tentative of a suitor. 
“ Anecdotal History of the British Par­ 
liament” is the title of au 8vo volume of 
over 500 pages from the press of D. Appleton 
& Co., New York. 
It is a compilation by- 
George 
Henry 
Jennings, 
and contains 
sketches from the earliest periods to the pres­ 
ent time, with notices of eminent Parlia­ 
mentary men and examples of their oratory. 
The scantiness of available information on 
the subject of the British Parliament, its 
history and its leading men, is a surprising 
fact, in days when historical writing may be 
said to superab und. 
Much information is 
to be found, doubtless in bulky volumes, or 
scattered through the material of extensive 
libraries, but there is nothing for the general 
reader comprehensive and readily accessible. 
An attempt was made 
some years ago 
to fill 
this 
want 
by 
Jennings 
& 
Johnston’s book of Parliamentary Anecdote. 
The success of that work gave encourage­ 
ment doubtless, for the volume now under 
notice, which is much more expansive, better 
arranged and altogether a euperb-r volume. 
Apparently this volume quite exhausts the 
field—at least it has gleaned from the best 
fields acd comes to us not only as a literary 
compeud, bnl is beside a valuable digest, 
which indexes in a large degree the methods 
and work of the English Parliament, al­ 
though it is not to be compared to the elab­ 
orate works of May, Elsynge, Hatsell and 
others in parliamentary rule and precedent; 
indeed, it doe3 not aim to enter that field, 
only so far as the expressed scopp of the work 
demands. 
From A. L. Bancroft & Co., Sin Fran­ 
cisco, we have Harper & Bi'os.’_ volume by 
Prof. A. J. Symington on “ William Cullen 
Bryant,” with selections from his poems and 
other writings. 
Prof. Symington in this lit­ 
tle book has given to the literary world an 
exceedingly interesting fife sketch of Bryant 
and an excellent aid to a critical study of the 
poet’s works. 
He presents iu a concise man­ 
ner the life career and writings of Bryant, 
who was poet, editor, traveler, citiz n and 
philanthropist; and who, though younger 
than Dana, was nevertheless the patriarch of 
American poetical 
literature. 
Wherever 
possible, he has left him to speak for himself, 
and quotes freely from his correspondence 
and writings, including in the former several 
of his letters which now appear in print for 
the first time. 
The author writes these 
charming lines by way of introduction : 
“ We earnestly hope that what we have here 
lovingly written of William Cullen Bryant 
may induce some, who are passing by on the 
dusty roads of fife, to drink of the clear, 
cool, perennial spring which wells up, for 
their refreshment, in his pure aud elevating 
poetry.”

NOTES ON EDUCATION. 


There are forty-two night schools in 
Philadelphia, with a registered attendance 
of 3,200 pupils. 
In Texas during the past year a greater 
quantity of school land has been sold than 
auriDg the six preceding years. 
The Maryland School Fund has just been 
distributed to the amount of $124,500. The 
colored schools get out of this sum 324,500. 
Political economy is studied practically 
at Johns Hopkins. 
The class is now en­ 
gaged upon the report for 1880 of the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury. 
The School Board of W orcester, Mass., 
transacts its business harmoniously and 
promptly, the female members introducing 
no disturbing element whatever. 
There are 12,830 pupils enrolled in the 
Milwaukee schools ; there is an average 
daily attendance of 
11,913, and 8,115 
study German. 
In the St. Louis public 
schools 20,7So are studying German. 
Mr. Muendella, M. P., has a good idea 
of what the work of education should be. 
He advises teachers not to he bound down 
by codes of percentages, hut to endeavor 
to form character as well as intellect. 
The Maine Pedagogical Society has rec­ 
ommended the general adoption of the 
system of free text-books for public schools 
throughout the State. 
A few districts al­ 
ready have them. 
The establishment of a 
State Board of Education and of free high 
schools was also recommended by the So­ 
ciety. 
in regard to the teaching of primary 
geography an Ohio teacher said the other 
day that it should be taught before going 
into the book. 
He does not permit his 
pupils to use the book before they are eight 
or nine years old. 
He teaches them the 
points of the compass, transferring them to 
a table or the floor, and illustrates the 
movement of the earth w ith an apple or a 
ball. 
It is proposed to enlarge the scope of the 
Cincinnati Mechanics’ lustitute by the or­ 
ganization of a Department of Science and 
Arts. 
The Institute has been at work for 
about half a century. 
I t has a flourishing 
school of design with more than 250 pupils, 
a good scientific library and apparatus, and 
a reasonable income. 
It will be rearranged 
upon the principles of the Franklin Insti­ 
tute in Philadelphia. 
• 
Boston is to have a new magazine, the 
Lileraturj'reund, which will be published 
monthly in the German language and iu 
Roman characters. 
Its purpose is to give 
assistance to American students who are 
studying German. 
The m atter will include 
short stories, biographical sketches, re­ 
views, etc., and the editorial department 
will answer the questions of subscribers in 
relation to German grammar and etymol- 
°sy- 
. 
. 
. 
The course of instruction in the proposed 
French Colleges for girls will be as follows : 
Morals ; the French 
language, reading 
aloud, aud one living language ; ancient 
and modern literatu re; geography 
and 
cosmography ; tne history of France and 
an outline of general history ; arithmetic, 
the elements of geography; chemistry, 
physics and natural history ; hygienics ; 
domestic economy ; needle-work ; elements 
of law ; drawing ; music ; gymnastics. 
An indignation meeting of several hun­ 
dred colored citizens of Baltimore was held 
there the other evening to protest against 
the action of tho School Board in refusing 
to employ colored teachers. 
The discus­ 
sion brought out a curious fact in regard 
to two colored schools in charge of white 
teachers. 
The ample front entrances are 
reserved for the use of the teachers, who 
enter and issue thence in solitary state, 
while ail the colored pupils are obliged to 
rind ingress and egress through narrow and 
filthy alleys. 
The exceeding absurdity of 
this performance ¿loes not seem to strike 
the Baltimoreans. 
It has been finally decided to remove the 
W estern Reserve College to Cleveland, 
where it will he united to the Case .School 
of Applied Scieuce under the name of 
W estern Reserve University. 
The only 
condition imposed is that the citizenB of 
Cleveland shall furnish the site for tne pro­ 
posed University. 
When this condition is 
complied with the college will have an en­ 
dowment, including its present one of 
8700.000, which, added to that of the Case 
School of Applied Science, amounting to 
about a million and a quarter, will give 
the University the magnificent endowment 
of nearly 82,000,000. 
The necessity of teaching school children 
something of the current history of the 
world is insisted upon with much good 
sense by the Detroit Free Prtx*. 
The 
school-boys and girls of to-day, it says, 
“ know infinitely more of the W ars of the 
Roses and the American Revolution than 
of the Afghan war or the Franco-Prussian 
war, or even the war of the rebellion. 
Of 
the threatened war in the East they know 
nothing ; and it is a part of the present 
system th at they shall know nothing. 
Yet, with a liberal use of the daily paper 
in place of the readng-books now in vogue, 
both boys and girls could get a better idea 
of the science of government, especially as 
it is to-day, and would be better informed.^ 
Public education 
in Pennsylvania is 
flourishing. 
There are now /,037 graded 
schools in the .State, with an enrollment of 
937,310 pupils, and an average attendance 
of 601,827. 
The school expenditures dur­ 
ing tho past year amounted to $7.482,­ 
577 75. 
The total indebtedness of all the 
school districts of the State, cities included, 
was $2,648,496 S4, and at the end of the 
year there remained in the school board 
treasuries $1,425,213 16. There is so much 
delay in the payment of the Legislature’s 
annual appropriation of $1,000,000 that a 
loss has been caused to the schools of about 
$50,000 annually for interest and discount. 
Pennsylvania schools are said to have made 
remarkable progress since the war.

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EARLY DAYS. 


Reminiscences of a San Francisco Pioneer 
Fruit-dealer. 
John Piper, the theatrical manager of 
Virginia, Nev., furnishes the Enterprise 
with the following items relative to the 
first introduction and sale of fruits in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Mr. Piper was the first fruit- 
dealer in San Francisco, and came to that 
city from New York in the steamer Ore­ 
gon in the month of April, 1S53. 
He says 
that the first box of apples of Pacific coast 
production which reached San Francisco 
came in the same year from the ranch of 
Lewis Allen and Mr. Meade, in the vicinity 
of Portland, Or., the owners of the same 
having crossed the plains in 1S46, and hav­ 
ing brought fruit trees with them. 
Mr. 
Piper purchased the first lot from the 
agent, Mr. King, for $2 50 per pound, aud 
retailed the same from §1 to SI and even 
§5 apiece. 
The next steamer, the Colum­ 
bia, brought another box, for which Mr. 
Piper offered the same price, which was 
declined. 
He finally secured the lot for 
SI 12.'. each, and sold them again to two 
lads named Reading (now in the gunsmith 
business in San Francisco) for SI 37i 
apiece, who in turn peddled them out at 
from S3 to §5 apiece. 
During the winter of 1853 4 Mr. Piper 
and Mr. Andrews, who was then engaged 
in the hardware business on Davis street, 
ordered 4,000 or 5.000 pounds of apples 
shipped from New York city to San Fran­ 
cisco by steamer, paying fifty cents per 
pound for freight. The apples were packed 
in sawdust in closed tin cars. 
Says our 
informant, the apples when first opened 
had a delicious flavor, but turned black in 
half an hour afterwards from the effect of 
the heat during the twenty days’ voyage. 
Mr. Piper adopted a suggestion from some 
one to preserve the apples by pickling them 
in salt water, and soid them pickled for 
fifty cents apiece, at which price they were 
readily disposed of. 
The fruit dealer no­ 
ticed, however, that customers after taking 
one bite would generally throw away the 
apple in the Plaza {Portsmouth Square). 
He was afterwards advised to bake the 
pickled apples, by way of variety, aud ac­ 
tually sold several hundred dollars’ worth 
baked, for half a dollar apieoe. 
The first lot of peaches which reached 
San Francisco, 1854, came from Air. Hill’s 
ranch at Napa, ami sold as high as 82 50 
per dozen, retail. 
Cherries of Oregon 
growth were introduced the same year. 
M r. Piper purchased the first lot for $2 50 
per pound. 
Putting them in a clothes 
basket he retailed them on the street for 
25 cents apiece, and afterwards sold them 
m his store for $5 per pound. 
Strawberries arrived from Alameda in 
1S54 5, and cost 54 a pound wholesale, and 
heaped up in French soup-bowls, bolding 
half a pound each, were retailed for 55 per 
bowl. 
Pears, which came into market 
about the same time, retailed at a higlj 
figure. 
Mr. Piper remembers getting 511 
for a single pear. 
The first lot of grapes 
which came from Los Angeles sold at 
wholesale as high as 25 cents per pound. 
In 1S56 Mr. Piper bought 5,000 boxes on 
the steamer Senator, just arrived in San 
Francisco, and took them to Sacramento 
and Marysville, where he was compelled 
to dispose of them for less than the freight 
charges, the hot weather having nearly' 
rained the entire lot. 
On the return trip 
a cargo of watermelons, obtained from a 
rancher in Sacramento for 25 cents apiece, 
was sold in San Francisco at prices ranging 
as high as 81. 
Oranges, which were first 
brought by steamer from San Juan, the 
terminus of the route of the Nicaragua 
steamers in 1854, brought $90 per 1,000 
wholesale. 
Limes brought up from Aca­ 
pulco were §00 per 1,000; banauas, 825 a 
bunch. 
Among Mr. Piper’s best customers while 
in the fruit business were Michael Reese, 
Captain Folsom and Albert Rhodes (“ Cax- 
ton ”), and a host of others whose names 
we have not space to enumerate.

He was very gruff and un­ 
couth, which was probably the reason he 
never settled in the British metropolis, but 
continued to reside in the comparatively 
small town of Wolverhampton, where he 
subsisted for many years on charity, end­ 
ing his days almost penniless. 
The last 
fight of the “ Tipton Slasher ” was when 
he was beaten by Tom Sayers, June 1(3, 
1857, 82,000 and the championship being 
up. 
He was born in Tipton in 1819, stood 
six feet one-half inch, and weigued 1S2 
pounds.

THE CITY DEBT. 
It has been resolved by certain citizens 
to attempt to procure the consent of some 
of the city bondholders to a project for re­ 
funding the lapsed interest on the debt at 
fifty cents on the dollar. The idea is that 
in this way an opening will be made for 
the refunding of the entire debt on the 
same terms. The difficulty of any scheme 
of this kind is that the majority of the 
bondholders are scattered all over Germany 
and cannot be reached. No agreement 
which did not include all of them could be 
made, lor the reason that if a part of the 
creditors accepted fifty cents on the dollar, 
the first effect of this would be to send thc( 
remaining obligations up to par. 
We cau 
see no prospect, therefore, of success for 
the prospect indicated, and so long as it is 
possible to buy in the bonds at 30 to 3f> 
cents on the dollar we do not think that it 
is a prudent course to take. 
The wisest 
position for Sacramento is to maintain the 
present condition of things in regard to 
the debt. Whatever change tends to give 
increased stability to the debt must operate 
disadvantageous^- to the taxpayers. At pres­ 
ent we have a Board of Funding Commis­ 
sioners who are steadily reducing the out­ 
standing obligations of the city, and at a 
very moderate cost. So long as this situa­ 
tion can be maintained we think it should 
be undisturbed, for we can perceive no 
possible alteration in the arrangements 
which (supposing it practicable) would not 
cost the city more in the end. 
THE FAULTS OF THE SHORT SESSION. 
It is already apparent that the framers 
of the new Constitution made one of their 
worst blunders in cutting down the legis­ 
lative sessions to sixty days. It can only 
be in very exceptional circumstances that 
this period will suffice for the work to be 
done, and when, as now, a number of highly 
important measures are in controversy, it 
is impossible that the Legislature can per­ 
form its task in the allotted time. The 
questions of county government, of ap­ 
portionment, of the debris hill, of irriga­ 
tion, would alone demand more than the 
whole session now allowed, and as 
a necessary consequence all the meas­ 
ures 
of 
less 
weight 
would 
he 
thrust 
aside. 
As it is, 
however, 
there is no assurance that the most import­ 
ant bills will be reached in time for action. 
Many of them are far down on the file, 
and in most cases it would be difficult or 
impossible to bring them forward. W hat­ 
ever failure occurs in legislation will have 
to be attributed to the Constitution, how­ 
ever, and not to the Legislature. Sixty days 
is not time enough for the work to be 
done. That is the plain truth, and every 
intelligent observer can perceive it. It will 
be necessary to amend the Constitution in 
this respect, or the illusive notion of econ­ 
omy which controlled the Constitutional 
Convention will prove to have been a very 
costly blunder, 


THE FUTILITY OF COMPROMISE. 
We observe that some intelligent men, 
apparently fearful lest the Drainage Act 
should he repealed, are beginning to sug­ 
gest some compromise as being the next 
best thing to seek. If it were possible by 
any other means to obtain the protection 
the people of this valley demand, we 
should be entirely willing to adopt such a 
secondary method. But we are convinced 
that the course proposed is impracticable, 
and that the only policy open to this com­ 
munity is to hold fast by the measures al­ 
ready in operation, and to insist upon their 
continuance. The reasons for this belief 
are such as must, we think, bring convic­ 
tion to all who take the trouble to follow 
them. They are as follows : In the first 
place, it must be realized that the stoppage 
of hydraulic mining will not save the Sac­ 
ramento valley. We do not say that it 
may not hereafter become necessary to 
stop it, but in considering the problem 
actually before us it need not be taken into 
account. The evils with which we have 
to contend are evils which have already 
been accomplished, and which cannot be 
reached by prohibitory legislation directed 
against the miners. We may, therefore, 
consider the whole question without further 
reference to the hydraulic mines, and we 
may regard the disposition of this as a side 
issue, to be taken up only when the main 
one has been settled. 
Having thus cleared the way we must 
ascertain exactly what we have to encoun­ 
ter. 
Two years ago the State made an 
appropriation for the express purpose of 
determining th¡3 question. Engineers were 
employed to survey the whole field ; to 
exartiine the mining region, the canyons in 
which the great masses of debris are de­ 
posited, the rivers into whose channels that 
debris is being washed. These engineers 
traced the course of the stream of detritus 
from the mountains to the sea, and they 
ascertained what had been done, what was 
being done, and what was certain to be 
done in the future if no remedial measures 
were applied. Thus far the methods em­ 
ployed were scientific and wise. It was 
perfectly evident that none hut engineers 
were competent to examine and report in­ 
telligently upon the case, and that it would 
be folly to act upon unscientific guesses 
and conjectures. The engineers, however, 
left nothing undecided. Their reports con­ 
stituted a history of the past and present, 
and a compendium of advice for the future. 
They told us that the descent of the debris 
was choking our river channels rapidly ; 
that if this was allowed to continue it 
would eventually destroy their navigabil­ 
ity, and expose the lands on both sides to 
continued inundations ; that the situation 
would become worse after every ilood ; and 
that finally the Sacramento river would 
cease to occupy its channel, and would 
spread itself abroad over the valley, con­ 
verting the latter into a marsh, and de­ 
positing its heavier material in the Bay of 
San Francisco. 
They said further that to prevent these 
disasters the rivers must be treated scien­ 
tifically and comprehensively from their 
mouths to their headwaters. It is neces­ 
sary to dwell particularly on this point, 
because it most emphatically demonstrates 
the impracticability of compromise meas­ 
ures. All the engineers concur in declaring 
that it is useless to attempt anything un­ 
less a comprehensive system be adopted 
and carried out in full. 1 he reasons of this 
imperative condition are plain enough. 
W hat we require is that the rivers shall be 
enabled to carry their flood waters without 
breaking their banks, and that they shall 
not he filled up with debris. To accom­ 
plish the desired results it is necessary to 
give additional force to the rivers. This 
must be done in two ways : first, by di­ 
minishing the load they carry ; second, by 
increasing their velocity by confining their 
channels. The plans of the engineers em­ 
brace both these methods. By erecting 
brush dams across the upper waters of the 
rivers it is sought to cause the current to 
deposit the heaviest material above these 
obstructions ; by straightening thecrookod 
places in the lower courses of the rivers, 
and leveeing the basks from the mouth 
upwards, it is sought to secure the velocity 
required to carry whatever volume may be 
poured into the channel. But neither of 
these methods is of any utility with­ 
out the other, and to adopt one without 
the other would be to run counter 
to all the advice of science, and 
adopt a plan which had been con­ 
demned in 
advance by the 
only 
critics competent to pass upon it. 
Too much importance cannot he attached 
to this phase of the situation, for every­ 
thing really hinges upon it. All experi­ 
ence, all skilled judgment, unites in de­ 
claring that there is one and onljT one way 
to save the Sacramento valley, and that 
unless that way is followed resolutely and 
persistently, without modification, the 
threatened destruction must supervene. 
How hard it is to make the masses of men 
comprehend even the plainest reasoning ¡3 
shown in the fact that since the late flood 
people have once more been advocating 
what is called the ‘‘mound system”— 
that is, that farmers should give up levees 
altogether, and merely erect mounds on 
which to put their houses, and their live 
stock in flood times. Yet it is perfectly 
clear from the reports of the engineers that 
if the levees are abandoned the valley will 
have to be; for in the absence of em­ 
bankments the river will every year be­ 
come less regular ami less controllable, 
and its floods, through the rapid elevation 
of its bed, will become more devastating 
and frequent. It is in fact demonstrated 
that levees are indispensable to any system 
by which the valley can be rendered per­ 
manently habitable, and that those who 
talk of doing away with them have not 
mastered the elementary facts of the situ­ 
ation. 
But if it is thus absolutely necessary to 
treat the rivers comprehensively and scien- 
tineally, it is evident that there can be no 
room for compromise. The engineers have 
told as how we can save ourselves and re­ 
store our rivers to their full carrying 
capacity. These plans are not like the 
plans of an architect for a pnblic building, 
which can be changed here and there, or 
altered entirely to suit the public taste 
or the public pocket. They are the con­ 
clusions of science as to the best, and in 
this case the only means, of curing the evils 
we are suffering from. There is no half­ 
way course possible. We cannot apply 
half the remedy, and obtain half a cure. 
Anything less than the faithful application 
of the whole treatment provided will be a 
waste of the public funds. 
The late flood ought to have taught men 


the folly of all talk about compromise. 
The disastrous effects of that flood were 
due altogether to the fact that remedial 
measures have been delayed so long. 
While we have been talking the debris has 
been pouring down, and the rivers have 
been tilling up, and now, when we tardily 
begin to do something, we receive a warn­ 
ing which signifies that we have no more 
time to loBe. Of course it is absurd to as­ 
sume that the system of the engineers has 
been tested. It has not been tested, for 
the sufficient reason that it has not been 
put in operation. Only a beginning has 
been made thus far. To have had a test 
of the system we must have had the Sac­ 
ramento river from its mouth up 
straightened and leveed by the engineers 
in accordance with their own plans, and 
then indeed we should have been 
in a position to see what their 
plans were worth. 
We have not a doubt 
of their success under such conditions. 
Had these levees been in place we are 
satisfied that two-tlnrds of the Dody of 
water now spread over the country would 
have been carried to the sea in the regular 
river channel, and that in the next suc­ 
ceeding high-water season the whole of 
the freshets would have gone down inside 
the river hanks. 
But the engineering plans have only 
been begun. The brush dams have done 
all that was expected of them, hut with­ 
out the levee system which was to accom­ 
pany them they could not check the spread 
of the flood. It is, therefore, only by going 
on with the works that they can be tested. 
Standingstill, and trying compromises, must 
prove equally fatal. Nothing can ever save 
this valley but the correction of the rivers. 
Nothing can correct the rivers but the 
methods pointed out by the engineers. 
We are thus shut up to two lines of action. 
We must determine to insist upon the 
carrying out of the plans which have been 
drawn up by the engineers for our relief, 
or we must prepare to abandon the Sacra­ 
mento valley. It is useless to talk of stop­ 
ping hydraulic mining as a half-way meas­ 
ure, because no such recourse can affect the 
main situation. If the mines were wiped 
out of existence to-morrow we should still 
have to battle with the debris they have 
already deposited, first in the canyons, and 
second in the river channels; and the 
reserves there accumulated are, according 
to the highest authority, sufficient to over­ 
whelm the valley in a comparatively brief 
period. 
The fact to be recognized is that no 
matter what is done about hydraulic min­ 
ing, the necessity of continuing remedial 
operations in this valley must be the same. 
And it must be realized further that unless 
some one has plans to propose which are of 
higher authority and better guaranteed 
than those which Captain Eads, General 
Alexander and Colonel Mendell have ap­ 
proved, it is folly to talk of substituting 
new or different methods for those which 
have been already adopted. No matter 
from what point of view we examine the 
situation, therefore, we are compelled to 
return to the conviction that there is no 
tenable position for the people of the Sac 
ramento valley but resolute adherence to 
the relief system which has been begun. 
Every other proposition leads us farther 
away from the prospect and hope of rem 
edy, and every suggestion towards partial 
remedies plunges us back into the confu­ 
sion and loss which that kind of experi­ 
ment has alone resulted in hitherto. If 
any lesson has been taught by the present 
flood it is the futility of independent, 
piecemeal reclamation work. Henceforth 
all such enterprises should be carried out 
upon a single system, or they should be 
left alone. If, however, we mean to oc­ 
cupy the Sacramento valley in perpetuity 
we must all resolve to act harmoniously 
and solidly on this issue. We cannot 
afford to fritter away our strength in di­ 
vided councils. We must agree upon the 
main necessity of comprehensive and sci­ 
entific remedies, and then we must strain 
every energy to obtain what we want. 


INOPPORTUNE PARTISANSHIP. 
Dr. May, in attempting to defend the 
unjustifiable raid upon the Bank Commis­ 
sioners in the Assembly, intimated that 
the R ecord-U nion was not a Republican, 
hut an independent journal, the implica­ 
tion being that Republicans ought not to 
be guided by its views ou party questions. 
The R ecord-U nion certainly is not the 
kind of partisan organ which could alone 
be found to defend or excuse the course of 
Dr. May and his colleagues in this connec­ 
tion, but if he or they think it is not a Re 
publican journal in the sense of a repre­ 
sentative of the opinions of the best ele­ 
ments of the Republican party, a serious 
mistake is committed. The views of the 
R ecord-U nion upon the blihd application 
of the spoils doctrine recently attempted, 
are beyond a question the views of so large 
a proportion of the Republicans of Cali­ 
fornia that nothing but disaster can result 
from the repudiation of them. 
It is to 
such journals as the R ecord-U nion that 
the Republican party must look for the 
only kind of support that can give it suc­ 
cess, and it is such journals that are fol­ 
lowed, in preference to the blind and 
greedy advocates of the spoils system, by 
the Republican masses whose votes are 
needed to secure victory at the polls. 
The advice this journal has given to the 
Republican members of the Legislature is 
founded upon a much fuller knowledge of 
the temper of the Republican party than 
they appear to possess, and it is advice 
which if they neglect they must do so at 
their proper peril. 
The R e co rd -U n io n 
has no axes to grind in this matter. It is 
not dependent upon the success or failure 
of any party. Its concern is only for 
principles, and while it believes that the 
Republican party represents the most 
active progressive and reformatory tenden­ 
cies in politics at present, it is under no 
obligation to accept or indorse bad doc­ 
trines because they happen to be advocated 
by Republicans. The Republican party of 
California has no better friend than this 
journal, and it ill becomes a member of 
that party to use such language as Dr. 
May has in regard to it, for had it not 
been a Republican journal neither he nor 
his friends would have had any opportunity 
of raiding Democratic officers.‘J 
The action of the Republicans in seeking 
to oust these Democratic office-holders for 
purely political reasons, is indefensible, and 
we are heartily’ glad that the second at­ 
tempt was as conspicuous a failure as the 
first. Much credit is due to the Republi­ 
cans who refused to be controlled by the 
caucus in this matter, but it is to be re­ 
gretted that so many should have suffered 
themselves to be whipped into the traces, 


for this weak compliance Bhows that the sub­ 
jects of it do not all at comprehend public 
opinion in the premises. It is, moreover, 
very little to the credit of those members 
that, though they have refused to be guided 
by a journal whose sympathy with their 
political faith they could not doubt, the 
Democrats on a former occasion had the 
sense and breadth of view to be convinced 
by the same journal against the tradi­ 
tions of their party, and refrained from 
removing Republicans from office under al­ 
most precisely similar circumstances. 
They were wiser in their generation than 
the majority of the Republicans are to-day. 
The latter have nothing to gain and very 
much to lose by going counter to a public 
opinion which is gaining strength con­ 
tinually. There never was a time xvhen 
less toleration for the more offensive 
features of the spoils system could be ex­ 
pected than at present. The people are 
sick of the greed of office hunters. 
They desire faithful service, and they do 
not believe that government exists for the 
mere aggrandizement of selfish placemen. 
And while honorable gentlemen may think 
it easy to thrust aside all such protests and 
remonstrances at this moment, they must 
remember that a time of accounting will 
come for these exhibitions of unscrupulous 
and indecent partisanship, and that when 
that time comes such journals as the 
R eco rd -U n io n can alone stand in the 
breach and defend the situation. And we 
tell them plainly that whoever expects any 
such defense from us will be disappointed, 
no matter what the consequences. We 
distinctly refuse to bear the brunt of bat­ 
tle for the Republican cause when great 
questions and consequences are in issue, 
aud then to be called upon to justify 
the laches of rapacious spoilsmen who care 
for nothing but the immediate oppor­ 
tunities of plunder. 
If the Republicans think they can pack 
the burden they have been accumula­ 
ting, that is their affair, but they 
must not delude themselvts with the idea 
that we will help them to carry it. We 
are for the Republican party so long as it 
is true to its high principles ; so long as it 
represents the broadest patriotism and the 
largest intelligence of the community. But 
we are not at the beck of any clique of 
office-hunters and hide-bound partisans 
who think politics nothing more than a 
means of putting themselves or their 
friends in office by hook or by crook. At­ 
tempts to turn out officers against whom 
nothing can be alleged but that they are 
Democrats, can only result in injury to the 
party that is made responsible for these 
attempts. That is the plain truth, and if 
the Republicans in the Legislature are wise 
they will recognize and act upon it. There 
is nothing to be got in that way hut dis­ 
credit, and every one of the officers so at­ 
tacked will lose the party scores of votes. 
Those who pretend to have the interests of 
the party at heart will do well to reflect 
upon these statements, for as the case 
stands their loyalty and their consistency 
appear equally in doubt. 
A MERITED PROTEST. 
Congressman I’age had reason for the 
mingled rebuke and protest uttered by him 
in the House the other day in regard to the 
meagerness of the appropriations for Cali­ 
fornia. While millions upon millions are 
freely given to the Mississippi valley for 
internal improvements, and while almost 
every other part of the Union finds it easy 
to secure all the aid it requires, it is only 
by constant and energetic battling that a 
paltry hundred thousand dollars or so can 
he had for our rivers, notwithstanding the 
manifest urgency of our needs. The indif­ 
ference of Congress to the claims of the 
Far West is not only exasperating and in­ 
sulting, but may eventually prove danger, 
ous. There is certainly more demand here 
for a national policy which recognizes 
equality of claims in all parts of the coun­ 
try, than elsewhere. It has always been 
perceived by thoughtful observers that 
if ever the growth of the country 
should so enfeeble its connecting links 
as to cause a decay of patriotism 
at the outskirts, the peculiar conditions 
of the Pacific Slope would render it the 
point of earliest attack. The farther a 
State ¡3 from the seat of general Govern­ 
ment the greater the need is to make it 
feel that it is nevertheless part and parcel 
of the Union. Congressional neglect of 
our most vital interests, however, cannot 
tend to cultivate this feeling, and it may 
produce a very different one in time. There 
never can he a situation giving California a 
more emphatic and powerful claim upon 
Congress than the debris case furnishes, 
yet we find that our Representatives have, 
with all their efforts, been unable to obtain 
any effective assistance. In many cases of 
this kind Congress escapes censure because 
the people are too prompt to throw all the 
blame on their Representatives, but here 
we know that special efforts have been 
made by the latter to procure adequate 
appropriations, and that they have been 
snubbed aud repulsed as though it was of 
no consequence what happened to Cali­ 
fornia. 


THE PF.OTECriON OF OUR FORESTS. 
The denudation of the sides of the Sierra 
has an intimate connect on with the prob­ 
lem of our rivers, and it is time that this 
fact was realized. During the late storms 
it was to be observed that the snows on 
the w sstem flank of the mountains melted 
with unevampled rapidity under the in­ 
fluence of a warm rain. There can he no 
doubt that this ropid melting was really 
very largely due to the removal of the tim­ 
ber over extensive areas of mountain side. 
Nearly ten years ago it was reported that 
the removal of timber was causing ava­ 
lanches to be more frequent and destructive 
than ever before. This is always one of 
the first effects of such work. As the de­ 
struction of timber proceeds the snow 
which falls becomes more and more liable 
to slide off, and as it goes it takes with it 
the soil of the mountain top and flank, 
sometimes stripping it down to the bed­ 
rock, and leaving it incapable of producing 
any vegetation whatever. The mountain 
side once stripped becomes a mere shute for 
the snow, which no longer lies there all 
through the winter, to melt gradually in 
the spring and summer, bnt thunders down 
in immense masses into the streams 
and rivers below, causing sudden and 
uncontrollable freshets in them, and hurl­ 
ing their swollen waters, in torrential 
form, upon the valleys. In this way large 
areas in France, Italy, Austria and Switz­ 
erland have been depopulated and rendered 
uninhabitable, and in all of those countries 
it has been found necessary to adopt strin­ 
gent systems of forestry law, for the re­ 


production and preservation of the woods 
upon whose existence so much depends. 
California cannot expect to escape the con­ 
sequences of a persistent violation of natu­ 
ral laws, and if the reckless destruction of 
timber on the Sierra is not speedily ar­ 
rested, our valleys will suffer the fate of 
their European prototypes. The literature 
of this subject is quite full, and no special 
commission is needed to tell us what is 
necessary for our protection. It is very 
certain that forestry laws are what we re­ 
quire, and that nothing else will suffice, 
and we therefore hope that the Legislature 
will adopt the concurrent resolution on 
this subject which has been introduced, 
and thus call the attention of Congress to 
the urgency of the Question. 


THE QUESTION OF CONGRESSMEN. 
Mr. McClure has introduced a hill dis­ 
tricting the State for five Congressmen. It 
appears to us that this is not the safest 
arrangement. 
We do not know yet 
whether Congress will give us five Con­ 
gressmen. We do not yet know what ba­ 
sis of apportionment will be adopted. It 
is possible that when the ratio comes to be 
fixed we may have one district too many, or 
it might appear that more than one of our 
districts lacked the necessary population. 
If, however, we elected four Congressmen 
by districts, and one for the State at large, 
this danger would be largely avoided. 
Should it then become necessary to give up 
one representative, the Congressman at 
large could go, and none of the districts 
would be disfranchised. 
On the other 
hand, should the ratio give us five Con­ 
gressmen, we should have lost nothing. 
For these reasons it seems to us that it 
would he best to elect the fifth Congress­ 
man from the State at large. 


THE CASE OF JUDGE HATCH. 
Charges of a very serious character have 
been preferred in the Legislature against 
Judge Hatch, of the Superior Court of Co­ 
lusa. One is to the effect that he is a 
drunkard. The other, more vague, accuses 
him of corrupt practices, and it is under­ 
stood that this is a charge of nepotism. 
As regards the latter charge, even if proved, 
it could not be punished under the law as 
it stands. As regards the former charge, 
it is said to be so familiar 'a matter in the 
district of the accused that he has twice 
been elected in the teeth of it. If any in­ 
ference can he drawn fromfthis it is either 
that the people of Colusa do not believe it, 
or that if they believe it they prefer that 
kind of a Judge. An impeachment trial is 
necessarily tedious, and the session is 
drawing to a close. A bill to prevent and 
punish nepotism has already been intro­ 
duced. Might it not he the best course to 
let the impeachment go, and pass the bill ? 


HE UNDERSTANDS IT. 
It has been stated that “ Governor 
“ Blackburn, of Kentucky, expresses him- 
“ self as very confident that cholera will 
“ make its appearance in this country the 
“ coming season.” Coming from Governor 
Blackburn this remark is significant, for 
inasmuch as he once before interested him­ 
self in importing the yellow fever into the 
Northern States, he may be supposed to 
have special information as to the way in 
which the cholera is to “ make its appear­ 
ance.” In fact Governor Blackburn is a 
sort of expert in the introduction of epi­ 
demic diseases. 


A GEEAT TEUST. 


THE STATE AND THE YOSEMITE VALLEY 
AND BIG TREE GROVE. 


A Conference — Explanations — W hat Is 
Needed—Wfcat the State Is Asked 
to Do — The Cost. 


Thursday evening, in the office of the Gov­ 
ernor, a meeting of the Assembly Committee 
on the Yosemite Valley and Mariposa Big 
Trees was held, Assemblyman Van Fleet in 
the chair. There were present Assemblymen 
Van Fleet, Bost, Birney, Griffith and Red­ 
dick of the committee and several other mem­ 
bers of the Assembly, together with a num­ 
ber of Senators and Commissioners Governor 
Perkins, W. H. Mills, M. C. Briggs, A. J. 
Meany and J. M. Hutchings, Guardian of 
the Yosemite Valley. 
Governor Perkins stated, as Chairman of 
the Commission, that that body had requested 
the privilege of a conference with the com­ 
mittee and such other legislators as could at­ 
tend, and in behalf of the Commission re­ 
quested Commissioner Mills of the Executive 
Committee, and Vice-President of the Com­ 
mission, to address the meeting. 
The Chairman said the committee was 
anxious to hear the Commission, aud desired 
to learn all it could concerning the trust the 
State lias in hand in the matter of those 
great natural curiosities, confessing that few 
of the committee had adequate ideas of the 
character, extent and importance of the same. 
Mr. Mills then made a 
STATEMENT. 
He said that whatever is done by the Legis 
lature in behalf of the valley and the trust 
committed by the General Government to 
the látate, ought to be freely conferred by the 
legislative body, rather than by urgency of 
the Commission, which did not wish to ap­ 
pear in the attitude of suppliants or beggars, 
or as asking anything which had any personal 
interest to them in it. The Commission, 
serving without salary, and purely from a 
high sense of duty and citizenship, had no 
personal claims, nor would it importune the 
Legislature to do that which, if done, should 
be by the free action of that body, and from 
a sense of duty to the State and its people. 
Nevertheless, the Commission would present 
the claims of the trust, believing it to be a 
duty to do bo, and in the best interests of the 
whole people of the State. The Commission 
had recently visited the valley. It was sat­ 
isfied with some things it saw in its manage­ 
ment, and dissatisfied with others. The 
whole State is concerned in the manner in 
which the trust confided to it is executed. 
If it is to be continued, it should be dis- 
charg d with credit to the State. If that 
cannot be done, it should be relinquished, 
for dishonor would surely result. 
A RILL 
Is, or is about to be, brought before the Leg­ 
islature asking for such aid as will enable the 
Commission to discharge the trust reposed in 
it with honor and profit to the State. If 
that cannot be done it would be an act of 
wisdom to notify the United States Govern­ 
ment that California relinquishes its trust 
and abandons the grant made to it. In early 
times the Indians used to burn the under­ 
growth in the Big Tree forest and in the val­ 
ley. This killed the young trees, or greatly 
injured them, and seriously harmed the 
greater ones. Since California has taken 
charge of the big trees there has accumulated 
a great quantity of chaparral, dried brush, 
fallen bark and faggots in the groves, 
and all this rubbish is in danger dur­ 
ing the Bummer time of being fired. 
The result will be, if that occurs, a probable 
total destruction of the groves and the ex­ 
tinguishment of one of the chief attractions 
that draw tourists to the State. That this 
accumulation should be cleared away, aud 
the groves jealously guarded from destruc­ 
tion, are only reasonable and precautionary 
measures in the opinion of the Commission. 
Suppose after the State had taken the trust 
confided to it, that it had, by order of the Leg­ 
islature, sent woodsmen into the groves and 
have felled those wonders of growth, and 
have cut them up into cord-wood ? That 
would have been recognized as legislative 


vandalism, and have brought upon us the 
just execrations of the world. Yet that act 
would from its purposeful character, and the 
possible gain derived from the sale of the 
wood, have been excusable as compared to 
the culpable neglect which renders the 
destruction of the groves imminent from 
fire. 
If the State is to continue 
in possession, it must protect the trees. The 
exi«nse will not be great, but action should 
be immediate, and action without means is 
impossible. These groves and the Yosemite 
vaÚey are paying property—indeed, the 
ONLT PAYING PROPERTY, 
He believed, owned by the State. They brine 
to the State thousands of people who expend 
here large sums, and beside that they afford, 
small as it is, a direct income to the State, 
enabling it to meet current expenses and 
maintain the artificial property on the lands. 
Unless one has visited the Yosemite valley, 
he can have but a faint conception of its 
value to the people, or a correct realization of 
the magnitude of its importance. The Gov­ 
ernment of the United States ceded the valley 
aud grove to the people of California. It was 
a munificent gift—one any people in Europe 
would rejoice to possess. 
Having accept­ 
ed the gift, we must either protect 
it, and keep it open to the world, 
or relinquish it. Honor and statesmanship 
admit of no other conclusion. If the Legis­ 
lature of California does not feel that it can 
give the means necessary to preserve this 
property and open up its hidden beauties, it 
ought to relinquish the trust, as the manner 
of its discharge concerns the credit of the 
State. The Commission believes the people 
do not wish it relinquished, but that they de­ 
sire to hold it and administer it to the high­ 
est advautage. 
The Commission receives 
cow about S3,000 a year from the valley. 
Improve the property reasonably and it will 
yield more largely. The trails in the valley 
ought to be made free. Now the stranger is 
forced to pay SI for every member of his 
party in older to pass along each one, and we 
stand by this act, in the eyes of the world, in 
AN UNENVIABLE LIGHT. 
This forced tax is felt bitterly ; it detracts 
from the pleasure of the visitor and embitters 
his recollection. The State does not receive 
this tax, but it hears the ignominy arising 
from it. As citizens the Commissioners feel 
the disgrace that the State has allowed this 
imposition all these years. These trails are 
franchise rights. The State permitted their 
construction and gave the right to collect the 
toll upon them. They lead to the only pres­ 
ent accessible points of view. There are other 
points wholly inaccessible now, and these 
shsuld be opened up by new trails and thus 
new views disclosed, aud revisits to the valley 
stimulated thereby. All the trails should be 
free. In this judgment the Commission is 
unanimous. There should be good roads in 
the valley, a drive skirting its entire circum­ 
ference, inviting to all and easy of accom­ 
plishment. The trails and drives should be 
so connected as to form a harmonious whole, 
so that all points of interest may be visited 
with the least possible doubling ou 
the route, and with the least loss 
of time, and physical exertion and risk. His 
own observation had convinced him that the 
Board is composed of gentlemen willing to do 
tiieir whole duty in the premises to their best 
ability. The Legislature, in attempting to 
respond to the wants of the people, should 
consider if, after having assumed this trust, 
the people are willing to suffer discredit by 
it, or desire to discharge it honorably aud 
with credit. The Commission does not feel 
it its to go into the lobby and work in that 
disgraceful manner to secure what is the 
right of the people. It is a State question, 
and it must be assumed that honorable legis­ 
lators will consider it in its broadest sense 
and in tue best lights. The Commission 
winhe? it settled, if the trust is to be discharged 
fittingly, if not it does not wish the disgrace 
of neglect and failure to come while it is in 
charge of the property. 
SECRETARY Ji. C. BRIGGS 
Then addressed the meeting. He indorsed 
the statements already made, Ke had care­ 
fully considered the wlgile matter. He be­ 
lieved the former Commission would have 
kept the property in good condition If it had 
possessed the means. It had applied for 
them, and been denied. .Some lessees in the 
valley have run fences out against the cliffs, 
and a connected drive is now difficult. These 
should be removed. There should be a prac­ 
ticable way of reaching the best points of 
view. Now these ways are few, and but few 
can avail of them, as in one or two cases 
where ropes have to be used. A Senator had 
advised him to ask for the appropriation de­ 
sired, to be divided into two parts, and made 
payatde half in each year. He had carefully 
examined the valley as to its needs. A com­ 
paratively small expenditure will make it far 
more inviting. It now brings more money 
and people to the State than any one dreams 
of, and is a direct stimulant of industry. It 
isjafproductive property. 
COMMISSIONER MEANEY 
Said money must be allowed the Commission 
to do its work. 
Mr. Briggs—The bill prepared by Guardian 
Hutchings meets our views. 
Mr. Van Fleet—How have the trail own­ 
ers acquired them ? 
The Commissioners explained that the 
walls of the valley are precipitous. The 
valley is about nine miles 
loLg and 
one mile wide. The cliffs rise almost 
perpendicularly from the floor of the val­ 
ley, so loftily that if they should fall 
inward 
thtir 
tops would 
apparent­ 
ly touch. 
El Capitan alone is 3,300 
feet in hight, 
and almost 
a sheer 
wall. The valley is tortuous in its conrse. 
You must reach the rim of the val­ 
ley to get an 
idea of the sublimity 
of the prospect. 
Hence, trails have 
been blasted from and constructed of 
solid rock, and reach upward by regular 
courses. The State made no trails. It 
granted the right to do so, and gave the right 
to collect toll to recompense the capital in­ 
vested—with the understanding that at the 
expiration of a given time the trails should 
belong to the State. 
At request of Senator JohDston the bill 
was here read. It provides for an appropria­ 
tion of $‘25,000 to purchase trails and make 
them free, aud to secure roads and otherwise 
improve the valley, and to protect the 
Big-tree grove. The Commission to expend 
as much of the sum .as it deems best, and to 
purchase trails in its discretion—all trails 
bought to be thereafter forever free. The 
Commission is not obligated to buy trails by 
the bill, but is to have discretionary power, 
and may use part of the fund to construct 
new traéis. 
Senator Lampson addressed the meeting, 
warmly advocating the bill, but desiring the 
appropriation divided, to be drawn half in 
each ni the next two years. He had often 
visited the trees and valley. He realized 
their value to the State fully, and the need 
for State care aud protection. They are 
noble and beautiful gifts, Niagaras of attract­ 
iveness, and in foreign lands would he consid­ 
ered of immense value. 
GUARDIAN HUTCHINGS, 
By request, addressed the meeting, and was 
interrogated by several preseDt. He described 
the grandeur of the valley and read from a 
report by Mr. Olmstead, who laid out Central 
Park, New York, and was oneC a Yosemite 
Commissioner, in which it was shown that. 
Alpine scenery ami wonders are the great 
support and source of revenue to the cantons 
of the Swiss Republic, and supports nearly 
all its industries, its hotels, railroad and 
telegraph lines, mills and factories, and gives 
a market for products of the ground and of 
handiwork. From it the republic has its 
largest revenue». Bavaria, by vast expendi­ 
ture to create artificial gardens, had increased 
its reveuues, and these two are annually the 
resort of tens of thousands of people from all 
over the world. The groves and valley can 
be made to draw tens of thousands of people 
to the State where now they bung about 
2,000 annually. The trails should be made 
free as rapidly as possible. He gave a his­ 
tory cf the building of the trails. The SI 
toll on the trails is the source of much bitter­ 
ness and humiliation, and all tourists blame 
the State for it. Good roads are needed in the 
valley. Some of them are now very trying to the 
system of nervous people. If made pleasant 
more people would visit the valley, and they 
would remain longer. The valley is a source 
of pleasure to great numbers of our own peo­ 
ple, and sh uld be made as easily accessible to 
all in every part as is possible. Some new 
bridges are needed to shorten routes of drive 
in the valley. At the foot of the walls wood 
and rock debris have accumulated in many 
places and impeded the way. A thick un­ 
dergrowth has also shut off the view. This 
needs to be cleared out, and when done, new 
and surpassing views will be opened up. The 
State’s property extends for a mile back of 
the rim of the valley, all around it. It con­ 
tains 36,411 acres. At the Big Tree Grove 
the State has 2640 acres. From the grove to 
the valley by road it is thirty miles. 
Mr. Briggs—By an air line it is sixteen 
miles. 
Mr. Hutchings—The grants are not adja­ 
cent. The State should have the uplands 
beyond- the valley. Not long ago a botanist 
sampled 600 different plants there. Now the 
sheep have taken the ground, and few sam­ 
ples can lie had, and the sheep also injure the 
edges of the trails. From the top of Sentinel 
Dome he recently counted 


NINETEEN FIRES 
On the mountain sides. They were kindled 
by sheep men, and were vast conflagrations, 
eating up the great pitch-pine forests and de­ 
nuding the mountain tops of their growth. 
Mr. Van Fleet—What will it cost to secure 
the roads and trails ? 
Mr. Hutchings—If all bought outright, 
about $21,000. 
Mr. Van Fleet—What is the present in­ 
come of the valley to the Commission ? 
Mr. Hutchings—About $3,000. 
Mr. Mills—Half of that is paid for the 
Guardian to care for the property. The ho­ 
tels, iences, bridges and much other property 
there belongs to the State. It has to be in­ 
sured in part, anil all kept in repair. The 
State has valuable property there. He dis­ 
agreed with Dr. Briggs as to the former Com­ 
mission. He found little in its acts to ap­ 
prove. For instance, that body, after a trail 
lease or franchise for ten years had run four 
years, it canceled it and granted it over 
again for ten year- more, in other words, 
after the State had acquired forty per cent, 
of the property value of that trail, the old 
Commission deliberately gave it away. 
Mr. Bri. gs said he meant that the property 
would not have been allowed to get into its 
present condition had the old Commission 
had th“ money to keep it cleared up. 
Mr. Van Fleet—How does your Commis­ 
sion propose to buy the trails ? 
Mr. Mills—Where a franchise has but one 
or two years to run, let it go on—as in the 
case of the Snow trail. When the franchise 
has a long time to run. buy it. Open up as 
we can new trails to new points, and these, 
being free, will attract people. 
It is 
simple right and duty to open up the 
new views. 
Some of the best are now 
inaccessible. Clear away obstructing growth 
also, and by these means people will be en­ 
couraged to visit the valley. In Governor 
I’erkins’ message the valley is referred to. and 
he wished to say he indorsed all the Governor 
had there advised. 
A CONUNDRUM 
Had been just proposed bv the Governor: 
“ If you can afford to give $‘25 000 to improve 
a lot in San Jose the State don’t own, how 
much can you aficrd to give to improve a 
great grove and a large vallev the State does 
own ?” 
Senator Lampson said the expiring fran­ 
chises need not be bought, the long ones 
should be. It is not a «use policy to ask the 
stranger to come to the valley, and as Boon 
as he gets there charge him $1 per foot­ 
step. Make the trails free, and, as soon as 
can be, invite all the world to come and ride 
and walk freely in our great garden. The 
Commission ought to say if it wants to buy 
both roads and trails. 
Governor Perkins said, as one of the Com­ 
mission, he was opposed to buying roads. 
They are outside the valley and the State is 
under no obligation to make the approaches 
to the valley free any more than to pay the 
railroad and steamboat fare of the tourist; 
bnt in the valley buy the trails and make 
them free. That is good business policy, as 
he viewed it. Clear out the undergrowth, re­ 
pair and build bridges. Some of the road- 
owuers think the State has not dealt fairly 
with them. Well, if they have claims against 
the State, let them present then,, and the 
legislative Committee on Claims wrl! proba­ 
bly—sit down on them. [Merriment.] Cer­ 
tainly the Commission had Dothing to do 
with them. He wanted this administration 
to be as economical as posssible, but the ap­ 
propriation now asked seems to he in the line 
of wise business policy. 
Mr. Bost referred to the Yosemite item.B 
in the new appropriation bill aDd the item ef 
tr»'. eling expenses. 
The Commissioners disclaimed a" knowl­ 
edge of it. Their traveling exptns* s h id been 
very small. That was put in probably by 
the old Commissioners and includes two 
years and the expense for the guardian and 
current expenses. 
Commissioner Mearey said the C< mmls- 
sion had been in office only about nix 
months. It went to the valley and found it in 
the hands of trail-uwners and all in confusion. 
The old Commissioners refused to recognize 
the new, and the latter had to pay expenses 
out ot the valley income. He wanted to see 
the trails bought and made .free, but wished 
to pay no more for them than absolutely 
necessary. The old Commissioners left the 
valley in sad condition. The rubbish must 
be cleared away, and a road made close k> 
the wall of the valley around its circumfer­ 
ence.Mr. Mills—The old Commission denies the 
right of this <\ mmission, or of the Mate to 
interfere with it. Practically its members 
say, "This valley belongs to us and cur suc­ 
cessors in office.” They deny the power of 
any legislature, king or potentate over them. 
They are free arid independent in their own 
estimation. T'hev refuse to, or have not ac­ 
counted to the Legislature. They have not 
reported to you. They give yon no account 
ot the money of the látate they have on hand. 
They have received it every year and make 
no final account now. 
The Legislature 
ought to make them account. They have 
money belonging to this State as we believe. 
Mr. Van Fleet—How did you make them 
recognize your body ? 
A Commissioner—They have not done so. 
But we went in and took possession. 
The 
Supreme Court has confirmed our right, but 
the old Commission pays no attention to it. 
They are Commissioners they say, but what 
of, this Commission cannot say. 
Mr. Meaney—In 1S72 3 California appro­ 
priated $60,000 to buy property in the valley, 
and $50,000 of it was so expended. The State 
owns that property now. It is there. We are 
caring for it. It must have the care of the 
State. There are a good many fields rented 
there under the old Commission, aud as to 
those we have not yet been able to take de­ 
cisive action. 
Mr. Birney—There are too many fields 
and fences there now. 
Mr. Bost said he had gained much light., 
more than ever before, on the subject. He 
was warmly for the hill, but moved that the 
committee report a bill according to the sug­ 
gestion of Senator Lampson, anil leaving out 
all reference to roads. 
The committee unanimously adopted the 
motion, and the Chairman was requested to 
prepare the hill. 
Mr. Van Fleet—It is a pity this bill was 
not put in early in the session. It will meet 
with opposition now. a» it asks for money. 
Mr. Bost—I am for it and shall labor f r 
it. 1 ask the Commissioners to aid me. It 
is a right thing, but we shall need to work 
hard and show members it is the correct 
business thing to do. 
Mr. Mills said the only fear he had was it 
might he overlaid by the depth of the file. 
The Commissioners had no personal interest 
in it. For one, he would not lobby for it. 
He would converse with any legislator con­ 
cerning it with whom he bad personal, 
friendly relations ; but what California does 
in this matter she should do freely ami open­ 
ly. It is not a partisan measure, but one of 
State policy. 
^ 
Mr. Van Fleet sai 1 he believed he spoke 
for the committee wh-:n he said it had re­ 
ceived new light on the subject, aud had ob­ 
tained valuable information, and that erro­ 
neous ideas had been corrected regarding the 
matter. He for one had been edified aud in­ 
structed, and saw his duty clearly, and be­ 
lieved the people would uphold him in it. 
Mr. Bost concurred with Mr. Van Fleet’» 
expression, and the committee generally 
added its approval of the measure and its in­ 
tention to present the subject forcibly to the 
House. 
The conference then adjourned. 


M a n ifo ld C o lo r-P rin tin g by O ne 
O p e ra tio n .—The process of which Lon­ 
don Iron recently gave an account, was 
discussed at the meeting, on the 6th inst., 
of the Polytechnic Association of the 
"'American Institute. The process is alleged 
to be in successful operation in France. A 
solid block is said to be built up in mosaic 
of different colors, the respective pigments 
being susceptible to action by a chemical 
or a combination of chemicals. A thick 
mass of this is mounted in the press, made 
smooth, wet with a fluid of a certain na­ 
ture, the paper applied, and the impression 
taken. Brief exposure to heat drives oil 
the fumes of the chemicals, and the work 
is finished. Although it is claimed that a 
clear impression is thus obtained, in the 
case of textile fabrics the color completely 
penetrating the substance acted upon, the 
criticism was made by one who had tried 
similar experiments in this country, that 
the process, so far as he had known it, had 
been a failure. The sharpness of the im­ 
pressions, although satisfactory to some, 
would not be so to a good printer, and the 
character of the work was generally infe­ 
rior. In the experiments, however, made 
here, glycerine was employed, and the im­ 
pressions remained damp, due to the pecu­ 
liarities of glycerine. It is possible that 
glycerine is not the medium employed in 
the process described by Iron.

SPEECH Of HON. 0. L. JOHNSON 


Delivered in the State Senate Tuesday, 
February 8, 1881. 


The Senate having under consideration the bill to 
repeal an Act entitled an Act to promote drainage, 
Air. Johnson said: 
I propose, Mr. President, to comply with the re­ 
quest made by the Senator from the Thirteenth (Mr. 
Enos) that I shall speak iirst upon this bill, so as to 
enable him to reply to what few feeble remarks I 
might make in reference to the matter. 
I also de­ 
sire t o w that I trust the Senator from Marin wiU 
not leave the Senate Chamber until he has heard u 
portion of my remarks, because he will undoubtedly 
be called upon to explain at least some matters to 
which 1 may call attention in this debate. Now, Mr. 
President, at the outset permit me to say that in 
the consideration of this bill, that in the votes I have 
given or shall give upon this measure, I occupy 
somewhat of a peculiar and abnormal position. 
As 
1 said upon the floor of tne Senate at the last session, 
in the opening of the speech that I intended to 
deliver, but which sickness compelled me to cut short, 
i was not then in fav-.r of the bill as it stoinj, and I 
simply voted f r it as an experimental measure. 
I desire to say now that I am not in favor of this 
debris Act, so called, as it stands : that personally 
I would wish to have it either changed or wiped 
from the l ooks and other Acts take its place, and 
that my ideas upon this subject are s -raewhat in ac­ 
cord with those >'f the Senator fiom íranU Ciara (Mr 
Biker). and that lik ¡ him, I shall endeavor to carry 
out the views of my immediat constituents, residents 
in Sacramento city and county, upon this important 
and overshadowing issue. 
My person.» 1 views upon 
this question are rrieflv these. 
Had I the power to 
shape the legislation of this Senate and Assembly ! 
would ¡repare a hill containing two propositions, and 
two only. 
One would he that from this time hence­ 
forward no hydr&ul c or other rniuer shou’d be per­ 
mitted to run the tailings of his mine into or upon 
any stream of water within the State of California; 
second, ti.it the State of C&liforni should under­ 
take the work of leveeing the rivers of the State 
aud dredging out their channels, so as to rest re the 
rivers to their normal condition before hydraulic 
mining was c rried on in the Slate of California. 
There is my position up m the question. Therefore 
I have offer* d the amendments which I have intro­ 
duced to the Senate1, and which have been voted 
down by the solid vote of Senators who favor the 
repeal of the so-called Debris Act, and who arc men 
who have pretended one thing and *» ho have acted 
another. 
Who come here with the bills which they 
themselves introduced ; come here making long 
speeches to the Committee on Irrigation, making 
long speeches to reporters of newspapers outside of 
the Senate Chamber ; and, if I may use the expres­ 
sion, howling of their animosity to the hydraulic 
miner, and when asked to vote uj»on the question, 
wh ch they say they favor, take refuge in voting no. 
The Senator from Yolo (Mr. Harlan) lias introduced 
these very bills, and I have copied them into the 
uncu nient- I introduced, word for word, from the 
hills introduced by him. 
Mr. Hurlan—It these bills were introduced and 
came up here s párate?y I would vote for them ; but 
to tack them on to another bill, which may defeat 
it, I am c mpelled to vote against it. 
Mr. Jo nson—Mr. President. I had the honor to 
remark here, some time ago, whenever aman wishes 
to fall down upon a prohibition, he can always find 
something easy to fall dow . on, and the attitude of 
the Senator from Yolo and the two Senators from 
Sin Joaquin and the Senator from Alameda, upon 
this question, reminds me of a story that I once 
heard of a man, who bet that he could jump down 
one hundred feet on to some straw placed beneath 
He jumped, and after he got down fifty feet, his 
brother hallooed to him that there was glass in the 
straw, aud he jumped back again to the top of the 
bluff. 
Now these Senators may come here and say 
they are opp sed to hydraulic mining, and that they 
want something done, and when any proposition is 
presented to them by which they can secure legisla­ 
tion upon the very questions they say they favor, 
they take refuge in an excuse—if I may use the lan­ 
guage of the Senator from Fresno—in a frivolous 
excuse, because they are anxious to do no harm to 
h . lraulie mining. A man would suppose from their 
votes that they were all interested in hydraulic min­ 
ing. 
Having stated my views upon this ques­ 
tion, Mr. President, not that they pirhsps make any 
particular difference to any man or woman or child 
in this State:, but amply because from the beginning 
of this session up to the present time I have been, 
in session and out of session, in the committee, 
upon the floor of this Senate, upon the streets of 
¿sacramento and elsewhere, upon and above board, 
I have expressed the same opinion that I now ad­ 
vance, and 1 have never swerved from that opinion. 
1 had it at the last session of the Legislature. 
I 
have the same opinion still, and had I not been pre­ 
vented by sickness 1 .st session, I would have elab­ 
orated those views mere than I can to-day in the 
limited time at my disposal and. with my limited 
strength, and 1 wish now to sav again if a proner 
law could be framed embodying these two provis­ 
ions, and repealing the t¡o called debris Act—I pro­ 
nounce it correctly, do 1 not, Senator Neumann ?— 
thus providing that from now onward hydraulic 
miners s i. uid be obliged to take care of the tailings 
of their mines, and that from now onward the State 
of California will pay a little something towards 
scouring out the channels of the rivera ; towards 
recti lying their channels—I thank you, Senator 
Sears, 
for 
that 
expression — and 
building 
levees 
upon 
them, 
1 
would 
favor 
such 
a 
law’ by voice and vote. 
But, sir, I am opp sed 
to the bald repeal of the present so-called Debris 
Act, because it takes from us what little good we 
have received in the poet, what little good we are 
receiving in the present, what little good we may 
receive in the future, and presents to us nothing— 
not even an apple, save one of discord- with which 
to help ourselves in our present emergency. The 
Senator from Monterey (Mr. Hill), in the very able 
and e abúrate argument which he delivered to this 
S nate, seconded by the Senator from Sauta Barbara 
(Mr. Chase), followed by the Senator from Santa 
Clara (Mi. Laker), and I assume since the other Sen­ 
ators, sympathizing with these three who have 
spoken, keep quiet, that those three Se a*ors voice 
the views of a majority of the Senators upon 
this fio *r; that their utt .*ranees, as they have made 
them, represt nt the views of those who favor the re- 
pertt of the debris Act. 
They object to this debris 
Act, apparently, solely because it taxes the whole 
State of California for the improvement or benefit of 
a part only. 
I submit, Mr. President, that if that 
argument, if argument you may call it, had come 
from thosá representing the ideas uf States’ right*— 
if that statement had come from the Democratic 
members of this body, it might have merited atten­ 
tion, it might have merited refutation, it might 
have merited denial, because such has been the pre­ 
dominating i lea of the Democratic party for years ; 
but when Republican Senators, men imbued with 
tie principles of the fte publican party, as Senat >r 
Hill and Senator Baker are. and as we know the 
other Senator, Mr. Chase, says that he has always 
been a Republican, but has got a greenback flag 
tacked oat > him - when those men advocate such 
doctrines, it ought to meet—1 know not what word 
to express it. 
It is but a flimsy excuse put forward 
to cover r a1 objections. 
It is a masquerade by Re­ 
publicans in Democratic garments. 
It is opposed to 
all the political teachings of the Republican party, 
as proclaimed and advocated by these Senators 
thCmseUes upon many a stump and from many an 
editorial. 
Why, the very the >ry, the very founda­ 
tion-stone of the Republican party, is that we are 
a nation ; that it is the duty of the Federal Govern­ 
ment to take charge of all the interests of the na­ 
tion ; that the people of one portion of the nation 
should be taxed to assist and maintain every other 
portion—to improve one part of the nation that the 
whole may be advanced, and to render valuable that 
which was valueless before the money of the nation 
had been applied to the assistance of particular sec­ 
tions. 
Why, this 
doctrine 
so 
frequently de- 
nouiiccd„ hut 
now 
so 
eooly 
advocated 
by 
the 
Tooenlers 
upon 
this 
floor, 
if 
eirried 
to its legitimate extent, would justify secession ; 
would justify the acts cf Jeff Davis and his com­ 
peers, and would in the inception of the late re­ 
bellion have resulted in making this Government 
nothing but warring S.ates, and would have given 
us, instead of a united country as now, a miserable 
confederation in the South and in the North, in the 
East and in the West, too weak to protect them­ 
selves from danger within or without their borders. 
Why, sir, the very idea upon which the Republican 
party at the last election appealed to the people of 
the United 8tat.s and received, after the hardest- 
fought battle of the century, the indorsement of the 
people of this nation, was tl at of nationality, was 
that the nation was responsible in all its broad 
domain for the acts of the humblest citizen in the 
farthest part >-f the country, and the care and im­ 
provement of all porti-ms of the United States of 
America; responsible alike in Louisiana as in New 
York f r the land and inhabitant •; n spun- ible a)ik$ 
for the care of the great rivers of Calif -ruia as tar 
th<~e of Maine or Virginia; responrible and bound 
to re sist the encroach menta of the surging Atlantic, 
that threatens the integrity of New England and 
New Jersey shores, and to also resist the surging 
Pa .ific ocean is it rolls its resistless swells upon 
Monterey or Humboldt. 
If the doctrine now so 
suddenly proclaimed by these repealers had been 
enunciated and accepted by the people of the 
Unitea Stages and carried out to its legitimate ex­ 
tent at the beginning o f the war, we would not have 
seen, as we do now, the flag of cur Union waving 
triumphantly over this united people. 
Had it not 
been for the’crushirg out cf such sentiment, for the 
crushing out of such sectional feeling, we would not 
be permitted to travel, as we can now, thirty-five 
hundred miles over one country, from ocean to 
ocean. Senators, if you have made the trip from 
one ocean to the other, if you have traversed the 
whole of this United fetates reaching from the 
Atlantic on the 
Hast 
to 
the 
Pacific on the 
West, and reflected that it was one country, 
your country', all for you 
and your 
chidren, 
made so, because sectional feeling was crushed and 
ground beneath the iron heei cf the warrior from 
18*51 to 18*36—why, last year as 1 traveled from 
whore Bunker Hill monument threw its shadow 
upon the spot mnde sacred by the blood of Warren, 
as I journeyed to the West and came across the 
bregad Empire State, teeming with its wealth and its 
riches; as the ir »n horse of progress carried me 
over Pennsylvania and New Jersey,with their work­ 
shops filled with brawny artisans, fashioning the 
product of the m ines; as it carried me on and on to 
the West through the hr ad fields of Ohio, where 
happy husbandmen united in praise of this country, 
and through Indiana and Illinois, where the broad 
prairies laughed in glee with their fields of corn 
and wheat, more pnce less than Golconda’s wealth ; 
across the mighty Mississippi, the Father of waters, 
whose turbid floods bore steamer and raí: laden 
with the industries and people of the vast North 
w est; on through Missouri, made again a part of the 
United Suites, and yielding her lead and coal and 
iron to all who knock at her hills; on, on across 
Missouri's yellow stream, where the commerce of a 
nation concentrates upon one single railroad and 
builds up one city ; then through the plains of Ne­ 
braska, where the school-house and the church oc­ 
cupy the spot once desolated by ¡w a g es: on, on 
through Wyoming's plateaus, where herd the cat tie 
that feed the hungry cities of the E ast; on, on 
through Utah's canyons and valleys, where Mormon 
and G ntile alike rely upon the Federal Government 
for protection as their open up the untold resources 
of that Territory; on, on through the sage-brush 
and silver mines of Nevada, where man contends 
against nature herself for life as well as property : 
on, on. still following the setting sun until we climb 
the crest of the Sierra Nevadas, glistening with their 
living glaciers, and then rush down those same 
mountain sides to our Golden State of California, 
and over its fertile valleys and through its cities ar.d 
towns, until old ocean kis>ed the wheels of the loco­ 
motive—traveling thus 3.600 miles over my country 
and your country, through and over one country 
aud nation, I felt proui of being an American, 
prouder of being tlic joint possessor of such a coun­ 


try, and proud cf my native land—America, my na­ 
tion, the U. S. of A. That we to-day have such a 
country, is owing to the fact that the sectional feel­ 
ing now brought up upon this floor by Republican 
.Senators 
was 
put 
down, 
down 
into 
the 
•iust, by the people of 
the 
United 
States. 
The same feeling which makes this nation, the same 
feeling, the same constitutional power which per­ 
mits Congress to legislate for > he interests oí the 
whole nation, which permits the United States to 
appropriate money to clean out Oak.and harbor, is 
the same feeling and the same constitutional pro­ 
vision which will permit the people of the State of 
California to clean out the Sacramento river, that 
the citizens of Sacramento and Marysville may pot 
be engulphed by the detritus from the mountains, 
their property ruined and their cities and their pros­ 
pects as individuals and communities destroyed. 
And it comes with a peculiarly bad grace, it comes 
with peculiarly bad face, for the senators from 
Alameda county that have sucked so long ami 
sucked so strong at the breast of the nation for ap­ 
propriations for their local interests, that have by 
unwe&rieo begging procured hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from tt.e National Government to clean 
out Oakland harbor, which harbor and work is of no 
value, according to their theory, to the. people of 
the East—it comes with a very bad grace for them 
now to object to the State of v alifomia giving a few 
dollars to protect the Sacramento valley from devas­ 
tation. 
But they do it. Why, the National Govern­ 
ment at lhe instigation and at the request of the 
citizens of Oakland, led, I have no doubt, by the 
Senator from Alameda (Dr. P.irdee), who is most 
pronounced in his opposition,.to this Debris Act, has 
appropriated more money t > clean out the mud 
from in front of Oakland city wharves than the 
whole State tax levied this yeir amounts to. 
You 
Lave no claim upon New York. 
Mr. Pardee—Mr. President, I call the gentleman 
to order; no four hundred thousand dollars bus 
ever been expended upon the water front of Oak­ 
land, and five hundred thousand dollars has been 
spent upon the two little dams upon Yuba aud the 
Bear. 
Mr. Johnson—I can but in answer repeat the as­ 
sertion that more money has been appropriated by 
the National Government to c can the debris sent 
down from the mountains, in front < f Oakland, than 
is asked for from the State of California t» cleanout 
the Sacramento, the Feather, the Bear and the Yuba 
rivers. 
And vet they come here into this body, and 
in the Assembly—for, as I am informed, the delega­ 
tion from Alameda county in the Assembly are the 
leaders of this assault upon the so-called debris Act 
—ami unitedly say this is a local question—the State 
cannot he¡p her suffering people. 
They, the recip­ 
ients of the bounty of the nation, representing the 
county which according to their theory is not en­ 
titled to a quarter of a dollar, which, according to 
their logical deduction of facts aud reason, ought 
not to leceivc a cent from the Feieral Government. 
After having received as much as they could get, 
ami more, too, they propose to vote to reduce the 
people of Yuba, and of Sutter, and of Sacramento 
counties to a condition of beggary because they are 
opposed to appropriations for local or internal im­ 
provements. 
A similar theory, a similar proposi­ 
tion, a similar logical deduction of the statements 
made by these Senators, would be that if we have 
no right as a State to assist portions of the Stite, 
the uatiou has no right to assist the ports of a na­ 
tion, and therefore Oakland city must protect Oak­ 
land harbor. 
Now, Mr. President, as illustrating views upon 
this proposition, I desire to read some remarks 
made by one more eloquent than I, more learned 
and more aged than I, when addressing the Senate 
at the last session upon this debris b ill: “ I do not 
consider this a measure to tax the property of the 
State for the benefit of any one industry. 
It is to 
protect commerce and agriculture from further dam­ 
ages. 
It is to try the experiment of bolding the 
heavy washing of the mines in the mountain can­ 
yons! 
It is to save the cities of Marysville and Sac­ 
ramento from ruin. 
It is to save the bay of San 
Francisco from tilling up. 
The State Engineer, in 
his report, says that 43,540 acres of farming land 
along the river valleys have been destroyed or 
greatly damaged- that the river channels have been 
filled. 
It has become a State question, and protec­ 
tion is now a necessity. The State has expended 
8100,000 
in investigating this subject. 
The Engi­ 
neer is the State doctor in this case. 
If we have 
faith in b in we are called upon to administer the 
remedies lie ha*» prescribed in his report. 
Let us 
give the medicine to the sick, that is all we ask. 
* 
v 
* This is a question which will extend far 
into the future. 
It is vast in its proportions and 
serious in its results. 
It is a question whether the 
cities of Marysville and Sacramento and the valley 
lauds lying along the rivers shall be destroyed or 
preserved. 
It is a question whether the c mimercial 
art tries of the State shall be preserved for naviga­ 
tion or choked with mining gravel and debris. 
It 
is a question whether they sljall be preserved as the 
free and only competitors with the railroads for the 
inland trade of the State or destroyed, and the peo­ 
ple left to the mercy of railroad monopoly. 
Com­ 
petition is the great regulator of freights. 
You im­ 
pair the navigation of our rivers, and freight would 
double in less than a month afterwards.** 
Mr. President, those words arc truer now than 
they were then; and who uttered those words? 
Why, to hear them you would have thought that the 
eloquent Senator from Plumas was speaking again 
to you ; you would have thought that the Senator 
from Nevada, Mr. George, was addressing you ; or 
that his colleague, Mr. W ilson, was addressing you; 
or that the Senator from Marysville was addressing 
you ; or that I had offered some few remarks in ref­ 
erence to it. 
But you would have been mistaken, 
for that is from the published spe ch of the Hon. 
William H. Sears, the Senator from Mann and Con­ 
tra Costa, in favor of the debris bill, at the last ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, and now the Third Lieuten­ 
ant of those who seek the repeal of this debris bill. 
The Captain of this band is the Senator from the 
Eleventh, Mr. Kane; his First Lieutenant is the Sen­ 
ator from Santa Barbara, Mr. Chase; and the Sec­ 
ond Lieutenant is the Senator from Monterey, Mr. 
Hill, 
aud 
the 
Third 
Lieutenant 
traveling 
under 
that lesdership 
is 
the 
Senator from 
Marin 
and Contra Costa, 
who, coolly 
swal­ 
lowing the words he uttered a year ago, is fighting 
to repeal the bill that he then said was a State neces­ 
sity, and was something demanded by the people 
and the necessities of the ease. 
I commend to ‘he 
careful consideration of every Senator upon this 
floor—I commend to his careful consideration these 
eloquent words spoken by him in support of the 
very proposition that now he is so anxious to repeal. 
I ask, in the name of God, in the name of common- 
sense, is there no necessity for legislation now? Is 
there not more necessity for legislation this year 
than there was last? Were we called upon at the 
last session of the Legisiatare to m ke appropria­ 
tions, to dispatch steamers in the various portions 
of the State 7 Were we called upon at the 1 .st session 
to adjourn temporarily the sessions of this body be­ 
cause of the danger of flood? Could we then ascend 
to the dome of this Capitol and view, for hundreds of 
miles almost, one vast sea of water threatening the 
very foundation of the S ate Capitol ? 
N >. 
We 
were then acting upon the report of the engineers, 
and upon fears entertained for the future. 
Now it is 
dread reality. 
Water all around us ; levees swept 
before the angry flood as children crush straws; 
houses gon e; stock killed ; men drowned; people 
loosing their thousands aud hundreds of thousands 
of dollars every day ; the capital c.ty and building 
itself in danger. 
And yet the same Senator says 
to-cav in effect, by his vote, that there is no neces­ 
sity for legislation upon this subject. 
1 shall not 
read from the speech made by the Senator from the 
Thirteenth (Mi. Enos). 
Mr. Enof—I wish you would. 
Mr. Johnson—No/because ir is simply amplifying 
the remarks made by the Senator from Marin, and I 
have no desire to harrow up the memories of the 
post, ami present them, like Banquo’s ghost, to the 
Senator from the Thirteenth. 
It would not he the 
first time that he had sjKiken on both sides of a 
question and voted or. bo h sides of a question, and 
I only do this that the Senators may bee that this 
proposition is, in the language of the Senator from 
Nevada (Mr. Watson), not a new idea to the peoplp 
of this State—no new id^a to this Legislature, and 
that it is one that has been thoroughly discussed 
and thoroughly commented upon, and that the bill 
last session was passed not because of the imme­ 
diate aud imminent danger that threatened this 
city and threatened the State, but because of the 
report of the State Engineer stating that unless 
s >inething was done that we would be called upon 
for aid, and great danger ensue in consequence of 
t’ne flow of detritus in our rivers. 
The Senator (Mr. 
Stars) said last session—and that was his argument 
in favor of voting for the b ill: “ The cry for succor 
is heard across the valley—the Macedonian cry : 
‘ Come over and help us,’ is borne upon the breeze, 
and from that people. Shah we respond V I say 
yes, if the money ia used for their relief and for 
their protection.” 
That was then simply a question as to whether 
thev would need protection ; not as to whether they 
were in such a condition us to call in such thunder 
tones upon the Legislature for relief as at present. 
Now they need protection. 
Now they cry from 350 
miles of this valley, asklrjr the Legislature ki the 
name of humanity not to take from them the little 
relief that has been ex ended, unless with the other 
hand they extend to them more and greater relief 
in their necessities, and 1 quote the cry made by 
S. ¡.T.r S ea s lift year: “ They ask us to help 
them, let us heed their cry.* This, then, is a State 
question and should he treated as such. 
Now as to the necessity of some legislation upon 
this subject, I apprehend that no person will at­ 
tempt to deny the argument made by senator Hill, 
Senator Chase and oy Senator Baker, that thereis a 
necessity for some legislation ; that the condii ion of 
this people and of this valiey is such that something 
should be done, and the only questions for us to de­ 
cide, it seems to me, are as to the greatness of that 
necessity and the chancier of the measures to be 
ta k n and the responsibility whi.h ought to rest 
upon 
those ttfsi seek 60 relieve the necessi­ 
ties. 
The 
necessity 
of 
some 
act,on is ad­ 
mitted 
by 
all. 
We 
know 
that 
tens 
of 
thousands of acres of land have been destroyed. 
We know that the population of various cities and 
counties and villages bus b n greatly reduced. We 
know that the expense of living iu these counties 
and cities has been largely increased. 
We know 
that taxation 
has been raised in the city of 
Marysville alone, until it reached the enormous 
amount of $6 50 on the hundred dollars—ail by 
reason 
of these devastating floods. 
We know 
that Sacramento city itself is on the verge of ruin. 
We know that from the Capitol dome we can see 
this wide waste of waters, with nothing but the lit­ 
tle ueck of levee extenoing along and in front and in 
the rear of this city, protecting this Capital, protecting 
these people, protection the property of the State, 
and not a dollar of State money has been invested 
in that levee, save $6,D00 last season. 
Two and a 
half millions of dollars the citizens of Sacramenta 
have paid to build their levees aud to keep out these 
floods, and that the Legislature of. this State has 
permitted to flow upon them, and now when we have 
expended such vast amounts, when you have piled 
taxes upon us until they are almost unbearable, we 
ask the State to do a little something toward pro­ 
tecting its own property ; toward protecting the peo­ 
ple of the State ; toward protecting these cities fr >m 
ut*er ruin and this land from total destruction. The 
State Engineer says in bis report, and Professor 
Whitney, iu his wuik on the auriferous gravels of 
the Fierra Nevados, unites with him in the same 
statement, that there is debris enough now in the 
canvons in the mountains to overwhelm the valleys 
of this State lymg on the Sacramento and Feather 
and Yuba and the Bear rivers, without addition 
thereto by hydraulic mining, unless something is 
done toward rectifying those channels, toward pro­ 
tecting the people’ from this danger 
The causes 
that have led to this condition or affx rs are well 
known to every person in the State of California. It 
is «spree than Uf»eless f r us to repine upon wh ;t 
rai^ t have been, or what ought to have been done 
in the past. 
. 
.

• It is our duty as men s^ek'ng to legislate wisely for 
the State to grapple with the present couditicn of 
affairs and to prepare for the future. Iu the lan­ 


guage of the poet, “ We should look to the future.” 
Let us look only to the future. 
Let us discard the 
post. 
“ Let the dead past bury its dead.” Let us 
simply consider the facts of the case as they exist 
to-day, on the 7th ef February, 1881, and as they 
may exist in the future, and let us legislate with 
reference to the fa .ts of to-day, and with reference 
to what will come in the future. 
As to who has 
been to blame for the past, it may or may not be a 
question upon which we shall differ. 
As to who 
shall be tb blame if nothing is done to prevent this 
destruction of property, history will say that it is 
this Legislature who are to bear the blame, unless 
this Legislature does something towards repairing 
the damages which past Legislatures have permitted 
in this State; unless this Legislature does some­ 
thing towards protecting the future, towards fixing 
mutters so that in the near future men, women aud 
children will not bekilled, property will not be de­ 
stroyed, taxab’e interests ruined and the wealth oi 
the State reduced at least one-third. We must legis­ 
late wisely ; we must not ho governed by passion, 
prejudice or by that worst of feelings, sectionalism, 
w hich has been appealed to in this casa 
San Fran­ 
cisco and Alameda are more interested in this ques­ 
tion even than is Sacramento or Sutter or Yuba. 
The prosperity of the city of San Francisco, in my 
judgment -and I base it upon two propositions - 
one is from examination by myself personally, and 
the other is upon the report of those eminent engi­ 
neers, and reasoning from them I say that I believe 
the prosperity of San Francisco depends upon a 
proper solution of this questiou. 
You gentlemen 
representing the city of San Francisco who sit idly 
by and fold your hands in fancied security while it 
in ¡V be laughing at cur troubles, thinking that 
nothing can reach or injure you, will do well to 
pause and carefully study the situation of affairs 
near your city. 
Examine the rejwrt of the engi­ 
neers upon this question and look it the showings 
for the past few years, and then see if you can con­ 
scientiously vote to dismiss this debris proposition 
in the summary manner proposed. 
I venture the 
prophecy—and I do not claim to he either the 
son of a prophet or the father of a prophet, 
or to be a prophet myself ; I claim, however, to be 
one that endeavors t<’. revon from what he reads 
and what he sees - I venture the prophecy that un­ 
less this flow of mining debris is stopped in some 
m anner; unless the rivers and water channels 
of the northern and middle part of the State 
are rectified, and their scouring capacity greatly 
ine eased, the time will come, within the life­ 
time 
of 
a 
majority of the 
Senators upon 
this floor, when San Francisco will have no bay, 
will have no harbor and w ill be content to receive its 
goods by lighters from outside the Golden Gate. 
San Francisco bay is now shallow. 
The report of 
the Geological Commission shows (and 1 refer to 
Professor Whitney’s report) that ?an Francisco bay 
has shoaled with great regularity for the past ten 
years. 
The reports of the State Board of Harbor 
Commissioners show the same thing, and the State 
Harbor Commissioners are here to-day, as I under­ 
stand the hills introduced by Senator Traylor for 
them, asking for an appropriation of money and 
power to issue a million dollars of bonds to assist 
them in protecting the harbor of Sail Francisco. In­ 
asmuch as this debris bill is in the interest of San 
Francisco, I believe it to be the duty of the Senators 
from Sin Francisco to vote as they did Iasi 
ession, 
with the exception, I believe,fof Senator Hittell and 
Senator Gorman, in favor of this debris Act, and 
not be carried away by the unwise and unnatural 
clamor raised in the newspapers of San Francisco, 
and vote to wipe from the statute books this debris 
hi 1, 
without 
suggesting 
any other 
remedy. 
You 
must 
do 
something 
in 
reference 
to 
San 
Francisco. 
You 
sit 
yourselves 
down 
behind your fancied strength of 230,000 inhabitants. 
You sit yourselves down beneath the shadow of that 
vast building known as the Nevada Block and dream 
of money to be made inst cks, of money to be made 
by your wholesale merchants, to be nude by your 
banks; but what will you make your money out of 
if the interior of the State sinks to ruin and to 
nothing? You will be a head without a body. 
You 
will be a center without a circumference. 
You will 
be a city that will sink year by year, and day by 
day, until nothing will be left, like Palmyra of old, 
save the reminiscence of the greatness once en­ 
joyed by San Francisco. 
You Senators from Sun 
Francisco must not fool yourselves, to use a common 
expression, with the idea that you are the whole 
State ; that San Francisco is the only city possible 
upon this Pacific slope. 
I venture the assertion that 
within ten years one of the commercial metrópoli of 
the Pacific* coast will be situated in the southern 
part of the State, deriving its prosperity and it9 
re venue greatly from the completion of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, and competing with and taking the 
trade away from the city of San Francisco, which it 
now enjoys with the populous fields of Arizona and 
New Mexico. 
When the Southern Pacific Railroad 
is completed and the farmer in Butte county, or in 
Sacramento county, can load his grain upon a car 
and have it shipptól direct to Galveston or New Or­ 
leans upon the Atlantic coast and there have it 
shipped directly t" Europe, will he condescend to 
send it to San Francisco, only that he may pay the 
middle-man at San Francisco a profit? N o; a 
thousand times no 
And with the completion of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, with the building up 
of Arizona and New Mexico—and right here let me 
say that, like my friend from the Ninth (Senator 
Conger), 1 have had some experience in Arizona, 
and I look forward to the time when that will he one 
of the brightest stars in the galaxy of States in this 
Union. 
Its mines superior to any in the world, its 
fertile valleys superior to any in California—it simply 
needs population to develop it. and that population 
it will have when the iron horse is heard snorting 
across its border?, as he will be h ard seven days 
from to-day. 
Within one we k from to day, as 1 
understand, the farmer may load his grain upon 
the car at Sacramento and send it to the Gulf of 
Mexico, and give a go-bv to San Francisco ; and you, 
citizens of San Francisco represented upon this 
floor, will do well, in my judgment, to meet and pre­ 
pare for the result of the unanswerable logic of 
events, and not by your vote destroy the country 
from which alone you can derive sustenance. 
For 
when Los Angeles and San Diego have reared their 
heads aloft, as shortly they will, as great cities and 
great comm rcial centers, the trade of Southern 
California w ill no longer be controlled by San Fran­ 
cisco, and that city must rely upon the northeru 
part of the State; and if the northern p;rt of the 
State is devastated and ruined by these floods which 
you have incessantly and persistently refused to 
assist 
in 
keeping 
back, from 
what portion 
will jou draw 
your revenue, your 
business 
and 
your 
wealth? 
And 
the 
little 
suburb 
of Oakland, that little village that apts the airs of a 
citv, with nothing to make it a eitj- save the overflow 
of come business and business men from San Fran­ 
cisco, w ill sink with its neighbor, and will sink down 
lower than San Francisco, because it is nothing but 
the overflowing effervescence of San Fran ieco that 
gives it life. Take San Francisco away and what has 
Oakland? Nothing but her wat< r front and her sand 
lnta; nothing but her barren hills ; nothing but her 
long line of houses ; nothing hut a claim for appro­ 
priations from the Stite for the University and the 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum, and from the United States 
Government for the harbor. 
As the Senator from 
San Bernardino suggests, and I think it is a very 
proper expression, Oakland is nothing but the bed­ 
room of San Francisco, and when they take away 
the presence of the occupant of the bedroom, as 
certainly it w ill be taken away, since that city 
refuses 
to 
help ^the 
northern 
part of the 
State, the 
bedroom 
will 
be 
left 
to 
the 
mice and 
rats 
and spiders and 
the dust. 
Population and labor go where thev can find em­ 
ployment. 
What builds up San Francisco and gives 
it power of growth is because it is a commercial 
center. 
Men go there in crowds, because there the 
rich man car. find employment for his money, and 
the poor man thinks he can find employment for his 
right arm, and the moment that they find they can­ 
not get that employment, cither for their capital nr 
their muscle, thev will lcav. for some other portion 
of the country. 
The broad fields of Southern Cali­ 
fornia open for the poor man hundreds of thousands 
of acres, where he can make a living for himself and 
his family, and the fertile farms of Arizona and New 
Mexico open to him with the same promise ; and 
the mines of Arizona and New Mexico, and the busi­ 
ness that will grow up in L ib Angeles and 8an Diego, 
open 
to 
the capitalist oi 
San 
Francisco an 
opportunity which he will 
seize, 
unless this 
northern 
part 
of 
the 
State 
is 
protected. 
The Senator from El Dorado knows what happens 
to a ciry or a village when the business leaves it. 
He c*»ii tell from his own experience in his own 
county wliat happens to a town in such a condition 
as that. 
He knows whereof i speak. 
He knows 
that I speak but the unanswerable logic of the truth, 
and that when the business is taken away the town 
itself crumbles into nothing and returns nothing to 
the tax-gatherer and the Assessor. 
lie can give you 
the instances, and will give them to you in the de­ 
bate upon another bill which will come before this 
body ; and I warn you Senators from San Franc'Beo 
—not, however, claiming any superior wisdom— 
that it is necessary for you to look to the future, 
and cast from vour eyes the prejudices of the 
present. 
Let the newspapers howl. 
Let them cry. 
What is the newspaper of the land but the mere ex­ 
press:"» of one man representing it? Leave behind 
you all such thought. 
Rise above sectionalism 
and labor to make San Francisco what it tan bo and 
what it ought to be, the great city of the wor d, car­ 
rying on the bosom of its harbor the wealth of the 
indies, the wealth of the Occident and the weaith 
of ti.e Orient—the bright Queen of the Pacific 
crowned with glory anti grandeur. 
But you cannot 
have it if you permit the plains of t he Ríate tob e 
ruined by your supineness and neglect; f r unless 
s omething is done in this matter, unless this Legis­ 
lature wisely act, unless some scheme can beadoptedi 
whereby the roaring torrente shall not devastate this 
valley, the end of the greatness cf flan Francisco is 
near at hand, and it will go down with Marysville 
and Sacrami uto to the same common ruin, and un­ 
like Marysville end Sacramento, there will be none 
to weep and mount for its death. 
On the other side of this question, after having 
taken into account what all deem as a terriole c *l- 
dition <*f affairs in this valley, and it needs not that 
I shall enlarge upon it. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
My col eague has left his post here, and for the first 
time since he has been in the Senate. 
He has left 
his post to goto protect hi> bouse, his farm, his 
family. Tbtre upon that little neck of land on the 
Sacramento river are the proceeds of thirty years of 
hi*» labors; there he \ as worked for years; there his 
wife and children and himself have toiled that they 
may have a home for their old age ; there he has 
reared for himself a happy and contented home, and 
that home to-day is tottering under its foundation 
because the Sacramento in ite anger is sweeping 
are>und it, threatening to engulf it iu common ruiu 
with the rest of the country, and he is there fight­ 
ing to protect himself and his lands 
seeking to 
save the fruits of his toil in the past, and all 
because this 
State in 
the past h*s refused 
to do its duty in maintaining intact the channels 
of the Sacramento. 
It cannot be said of him 
that he has been unwilling to give of his own 
money, for he has paid out thousands upon thou­ 
sands of dollars in the erection of levees. 
It cannot 
be sail cf him that he is blinded by his desire to 
carry out this or that measure, for I understand in 
conversation that he is not satisfied with this debris 
bill, and will vote to repeal i t ; and 1 understand 
that he is not satisfied w ith it for the same reasons 
that I have expressed, that they have not done the 
work as it ought to have been done in order to allow 
the river to scour out its channels, and that he 
agrees with me in the idea that the hydraulic miners 
ought to be made to take care of their own taiii jgs. 
I only allude to him as a fanner in this valley, be­ 
cause you ail know him, and you all know how at­ 
tentive he has been to his duties, and you all know 
his absence and the cause of it. 
Now, on the other side of this question, what is 
there to be considered ? We sll admi’, a* I said be­ 
fore. that the condition of affair0 is terrible ; that 
the people are suff ring; that industry is para’vzed. 
And a 1 admit that tb.Disaqu stion which interests 
tbe fanners of the valley. It interests the peop e 
living on this river. 
It interests at least 250,000 of 
the inhabitants of this S u te—and I do not put it too 


high. 
It interests at least 250,000 inhabitants of 
this State. 
We know their condition ; 
we know­ 
how they are affected, and we ask you to do some­ 
thing because of that. 
Now, on the other side is the question, w’hat 
shall be done with the mines and these miners? 
You have heard from Senator Watson the amount 
of capital that is invested in these mines. You have 
heard from Senator George and Senator Watson the 
uumber of people that are directly or indirectly de­ 
pending on these mines for their support, and I am 
informed by a gentleman—a member of the As- 
sembly—that the figures stated by Senators George 
awl Watson are unaer the estimate instead of over 
i t ; that the number of men directly or indirectly iu 
the county of Nevada alone who are depending upon 
the mines for » heir living does exceed one-half of 
the entire voting population of that county. 
The 
voting population is some 4,200. 
He states that he 
has made th -t a careful study, and he is satisfied 
that he is correct. 
And the county of Sutter is in­ 
terested in this question. Ask Assemblyman Chandler 
as to the condition of affairs in his county 
In the 
com ty of Yuba every single individual is interested 
in this question. 
The city of Sacramento, w’ith her 
22,000 
inhabitants, is interested in this question ; 
and we are all depending upon the action of this 
Legislature in reference to whether or not we can 
maintain our city and protect ourselves. 
The capi­ 
tal invested by the miners assumes gigantic propor­ 
tions. The capital invested by other people is sim­ 
ply incalculable, while the market which these 
miners hold out to the people of this State is also 
of gi. antic proportions. 
Hence in dealing with this 
debris Av.t you have the untold millions of the 
miners, with their immense capital, to consideras a 
factor, as well as the unbounded possibilities of 
wealth ami improvements of the farmers and the 
fertility of the great Sacramento valley to consider. 
Let 
me 
call 
the 
attention of the Senators 
who favor 
the 
repeal 
of 
this 
debris 
bill 
to 
the 
remark 
made 
by Senator 
George, 
which ex oressea the whole subject from a miner’s 
standpoint, viz.: “ The miners need no protection at 
your hands.” The miners can take care of them­ 
selves. 
They do not ask you to legislate for or pro­ 
tect them. 
They do not ask you to help them. 
They are satisfied with things as they are, or a* they 
will be if the Debris Act is repealed. They do not 
want any legislation. 
They are satisfied with the 
decisions that are rendered in our Courts of last re­ 
sort. Thej ask no am ndrnent to the law, nor pas­ 
sage of new laws. They are satisfied with the law ¡is 
it stood prior to the debris bill, or with the debris 
bil itself. 
They ask no legislation at your hands. 
They are content, like Jeff Davis, to be let alone. 
They 
do 
not 
ask anything. 
They 
do not 
need anything at your bands. 
The Supreme 
Court of this State has decided in their favor 
upon 
every 
case 
ptesented 
to 
it, and 
undoiibtingly will keep on so deciding. They hold 
their land bv a parchment issued under the broad 
seal of the United Sta^s, and our efforts would be 
futile in taking it away from them. 
They need 
nothing, thev ask nothing, and in considering this 
question, let me suggest to Senators that if they 
repeal this debris Act, they are simply doing just 
exactly what the hydraulic miners want, if they 
wart anything; and were I a hydraulic miner, were 
I interested in a hydraulic mine—and 1 presume I 
am like the balance of the Senators here, if I could 
own two or three hundred thousand dollars’ worth 
of Stock ill them I would like to do it—were I inter­ 
ested in 
a hydraulic mine, I should favor 
the 
repeal of the debris bill; and it 
would 
not 
sin prise 
me, 
Mr. 
President, if 
I 
found 
that some of the gentlemen—not in this body of 
course—that some of the gentlemen who are favor­ 
in g the repeal of the debris Act, are interested 
somehow or other in hydraulic mining, and that the 
repeal of this debris Act is just exactly what they 
want, for it reduces the ta es upon their business 
and permits them to continue as before. 
They sim­ 
ply ask t*> be let alone. Leave the 
law as it was 
prior to the passage of the debris bil!, and they are 
satisfied ; repeal the debris Act, and they are satis­ 
fied ; keep the debris Act on the statute hooks, and 
they are satisfied, and I suppose they are disaatis- 
fieil only because they are obliged, under the debris 
Act, to he taxed three times. 
So, if you repeal the 
debris Act, you gentlemen who say you are opposed 
to hydraulic mining, do not, in my judgment, prove 
the truth of your words by your acts, for you will 
then be doing exactly what the hydraulic miners de­ 
sire. 
You gentlemen shouid introduce bills here and 
then vote for them. 
You gentlemen who say you 
are opposed to hydraulic mining and want to stop 
it, you are acting just exactly as the hydraulic 
. miners wish you to act, if you vote for the repeal 
¡ of the debris Act. 
You should unite with U9 and 
keep the debris Act on the statute books, or else 
give us something better, or forever hold your peace 
aud cease your claim of being friendly to farmers 
and opposed to hydraulic mining. 
Now 1 believe, 
Mr. President, that I can safely say that all of the 
State, that every member of this Senate, agrees 
with me upon the two propositions that I have just 
offered. One is as to the necessity f some action— 
as to the absolute necessity of some action—being 
taken, 
and, second, as 
to the greatness and 
vsi'tni s 
of 
the 
interests 
involved 
in the 
action that shall be taken. 
We should take such 
action, as representatives of California, as will relieve 
necessities on the one hand while doing no injury 
on the other: not because our objections lead us 
that way; not because our prejudices lead us 
that way*; not because we follow the law of false 
economy, nor berause we are governed by sectional 
feeling, for none of these rise to the dignity of rea­ 
son or sense. 
It is our duty to take such action as 
will best ail vanee the interests of this great and 
growing State of ours ; as will best settle this ques­ 
tion, not for to-day, but for all time to come ; not 
for this present generation, but for the future that 
is opening its doors so wide and presenting such a 
beau’iful picture for those that love this .^tate of 
California ; settle it in such a maimer as will reflect 
credit upon all of us and redound to the prosperity 
and the welfare of this golden State that we love 
and are \ roud o f ; settle it without regard to 
whether we do or do not like the men that are in 
power on n i «is Board of Directors. In case we think 
Mr. Parks does not do his duty (aud I think he is 
not such a bail ma:« as the Senator from Monterey 
would have us believe ; atul so far as that is con­ 
cerned, I have nothing to say in defense of William 
II. Parks. 
I am willing that William 11. Parks 
should be put into the scale with William J. Hill at 
any time in reference to his actions and conduct 
upon this or any other proposition). 
And I hope 
that the Senator from Colusa will not be influenced 
in his vote because he thinks that the money has 
not been expended in proper places, but will decide 
the 
question 
upon 
the 
broad 
proposit ion : 
“ Shall 
or 
shall 
not 
the 
State 
assist 
in 
this 
matter?’ 
and 
not 
because 
they 
have built ^ lcvce ou the cast or west side of the 
Sacramento river, not because they may « r may not 
have helped John Boggs or Hugh G enn or M. Davis 
or Joseph McConnell, but decide upon the broad 
question, “ Shall the State of California assist the 
people of the Sacramento valley in defending them­ 
selves and their property again»• the floods of win­ 
ter and the detritus from the mountains?” That, 
it sccra9 to me, is the only way there is to look at it. 
Now the question is whether or not the State should 
help in this matter. 
I have already called attention 
to what it seems to me is the patriotic view of the 
case ; is the national view ; is the view by which 
the people, I believe, of the natijn have settled the 
question, to wit : that internal improvements are 
the i roper basis of Staic and national legislation 
and State and national appropriations. 
I believe 
that question to be Buttled beyond the possibility of 
a doubt, that the people of this nation have decided 
that it is correct and proper for the National Gov­ 
ernment, for the State Government, to appropriate 
money tor internal improvements. 
The Senator 
from Nevada, Mr George, read you from standard 
works upon 
this question, showing 
that 
he 
had read the iaw and looked up the author­ 
ities upon thi3 question. 
The votes of 
the 
people have been given year alter year, and they 
will be given year after year in the illimitable future 
in favor of the proposition, that the State and the 
na-ion shall appropriate money for internal improve­ 
ments. 
But we here in California ire particularly 
called upon to appropriate money for internal im- 
provemei.ts, because this State has violated an Act 
of Congress in its spirit, if not its letter, bv taking 
Bome six or seven or eight hundred thousand dollars 
away from this purpos— to wit, internal improve- 
mi nts - and appropriated it to other purposes. The 
United States of America gave California 500,000 
acres of laud, the proceeds of which was to be ap­ 
p! opriated for national improvements. 
The 8tite 
has sold that 500,000 acres r.f land and diverted the 
money to other purposes, so that this State in 
equifv, in law, in justice, is bound to refund that 
money—to tik e the money w hich it has diverted 
from the purpose for which it was designed, divert­ 
ed fr nn the purpose that wa.« mentioned in the Act 
of Congress giving California her 500,000 acres of 
land for internal improvement*. I may be incorrect 
in my stat m* nt of the amount realized from that, 
but. I believe that it amounts to some 8700,000. 
Mr. Davis—8803,000. 
Mr. Johnson—It amounts to $803,000, then, V at 
the State of Laiiforhia has diverted from the pur­ 
pose for which Congress gave it, to wit, internal im­ 
provements, and applied it to other purposes. 
I 
grant you that it has been applied to a wise and 
beneficent purpose, to wit, to the school fund; but 
ih t is not the purpose for which Congress designed 
the gift. 
It was given—those 500,000 acres of land 
were given to California for internal improvements, 
solely, to that we are bound in law, it seems to me, 
and I know, and you all must agree with me, that 
we are bound in equity and we ire bound in decency, 
to either return this sum o: $803,000 :u the proper 
fund, or devote at lea.'t an equal amount to internal 
improvements, such as are contemplated by the 
dc iris A t, and w hich have bee if rendered so neces­ 
sary by ti e actiou of the State itself. 
The ¿ta*e of 
California his permitted hydraulic mining. 
The 
State at any time could have passed a statute, m 
the language of the amend m ints 
that I of­ 
fered to-day, which would and could have pre­ 
vented hydraulic raining in this state unless 
the 
hydraulic 
miner 
took 
care 
of 
the 
tailings' of 
his 
own 
mine. 
The 
State 
has not passed such a law. Ti.e State has permitted 
hydraulic mining to go on and to continue. 
The 
farmers for years have been crying for relief. As 
was well said'by Senator Watson, this question has 
been before the Legislature for the last ten years at 
least, ami the Senator from San Bernardino will re­ 
member that it came before him the first session 
that he served here as a me mber of the Legislature, 
thirteen years ago. 
It is here to-day, knocking at 
the door of the Legislature calling us to do our 
duty, and ever since l»di> it has been calling upon 
this Legislature for a settlement 
For more than 
fifteen years this question has been asking the Legis­ 
lature'for a settlement, lh e farmers have been 
asking for relief against hydraulic mining, but none 
has been given, cave by the Debris Act of last year. 
Hvdrauhe mining has been permitted to be carried 
on with all its destructive force,land the Courts have 
be n permitted to conrtrue t ho law so as to favor 
and protect the hydraulic miner in his ruinous 
to others’ work. 
When the farmers asked for 
amendments to the law of the land or the practice 
of the Courts, those araendmen:s have been voted 
down. The damage has been done by hydraulic 
mining, and it has oecn great and continually grow­ 
ing, and the State has permitted thi3 damage to con­ 
tinue and this evil to increase, against protest and 
cry. This State has permitted hydraulic mining, 
which all admit has done the damage; therefore, in 
equity, the State ought to pay something now to­ 
wards rectifying this evil, now so terrible in and by 
the land, and it should not fall back and say that it 
is a local matter, to be settled by local interests 
alone. 
Why, as Senator Watson said, and I there­ 
fore will not speak at length about that matter, thi9 
State tax that is spok n so much about is very 
small ; it is only $240,000 a year—that is all. 
Why 
we voted last year, I think it was. $1,400,000 
for 
the 
schools, 
and 
nobody sa:d 
& 
word 
about 
it. 
No one 
raised an objection save 
the 
Senator 
from 
Marin. 
All were willing 
to 
vote 
it. 
Here 
i* 
only $240,000 
asked 
for to take care of one third of the Stale and enable 
it to have laud enough for a School, aud enable it to 


have property enough to pay the school tax, and 
yet some of the Senators say they ought not to act 
in the matter, except to generously permit the dis­ 
trict affected to take care of itself. 
One thing I de­ 
sire to call attention to before I forget it here, 
in reference to Senator Hill’s remarks. 
He read 
from an article in the D aily Bee, 1 believe, in 
which it was stated that th¡9 bill was engineered last 
session by Mr. Parks, who was a swamp land owner, 
and by Captain Brown, who was a hydraulic-mine 
owner. 
I sent a note to Captain Brown, asking 
him in reference to that, and he says he never 
owned or was interested in a hydraulic mine in his 
life. 
I only say ti at to show that even—and 1 sav 
it with the utm ost respect for Senator Hill as a pro­ 
prietor of a newspaper—that even a newspaper can 
make a mistake. 
Now', Mr. President, after having shown, I believe 
successfully, the greatness of the question, and 
the necessity of action thereupon, and shown also 
that the State Í9 bound in law and in equity to do 
something of itself in this matter and not leave it to 
the district directly interested, 1 now come to the 
consideration of the question a» to what will be the 
result if this law is repeaL-d. 
What do you offer us 
in case you repeal this law? Show us something— 
show something that you offer in this matter if this 
law is repealed. 
What result will follow? 
Have 
you enacted any law for the tanners ? Have you en­ 
acted any law by which the hydraulic miner shall 
be prevented from running his tailings into the 
streams and covering the farms up in the future the 
same as in the past? Have you enacted or even 
proposed any law by which we will be permitted to 
scour out these r.veYs? llave you presented any­ 
thing whatever save simply and solely the repeal of 
a law which you say now you do not like? Some­ 
thing ought to be done, you a Imit. You sav you are 
anxious to repeal this law. 
If you do repeal this 
law, what then will be given to the people of this 
valley ? What wiII you give us ? 
What can you give 
us? You have said by your votes today upon 
the amendments 1 offered that vou will give nothing, 
and you have said by your votes to day that all 
you ask, all you desire, is the repeal of this law, and 
that you cure not for the consequences. 
Like the 
Frenchman, who said, “ After me the deluge,” all 
you seem to care for—you gentlemen that now favor 
the repeal of the law that last session you voted and 
spoke for—all that you seem to care for is repeal, 
to-day, this minute if you can, regardless of the 
consequences to the people of this valley’ or to the 
people of the S:ate. 
There will be no protection 
whatever to the farmer if this law is repealed, 
none whatever. 
There 
will be no limitation 
upon the power of the hydraulic miner to fill the 
navigable waters of the State and flood the farms of 
the Sacramento valley—none whatever. There will 
be no change in the law which will permit the 
1 farmer to take his case into Court, except in such a 
1 manner as te» secure his defeat. 
There will be noth- 
I log done whereby the cities of Marysvi le and Suora- 
¡ mento can be protec ed from this tUod, except 
to do as they have done in the past, viz.: Put their 
j hands into their own pockets, and pay for levees to 
keep out the water that this Legislature permits to 
flow upon them. 
This is a question you can- 
j not shirk. 
This is 
a 
question 
that 
comes 
! home directly to your consciences, your heads and 
your henrts. 
If you repeal t.iis debris bill, what 
: measure of relief, what protection will you give us, 
that are now suffering by reason of the ravages of 
! this angry river? You that live in San Francisco do 
not feel it now. 
You that live m the southern part 
of the Stale, that come up here and ask for normal 
1 schools and vote for them, and get them, to o -y o u 
! do 
not feel 
it 
now. 
You yourselves from 
[ Southern 
California 
an* 
asking 
for 
some 
j relief, viz.: 
That a 
law 
should he repealed 
that 
has 
stood 
upon 
the 
statute 
books 
ever since this was a State, in reference to riparian 
and water rights; you are asking that the rule 
. should be made that riparian rights which have 
been considered sacred for hundreds of years shouid 
no longer obtain in California, and that wise laws for 
the protection of vested rights and indi vi lual property 
be stricken from the statute books in order to protect 
i you in your schemes to colonize Southern California. 
1 You come here solidly from Los Angeles and Mon­ 
terey aud Fresno and Santa Barbara and San Ber- 
1 nardmo and Santa Clara, for on this question the 
Santa Clara delegation is voting together. 
They for 
once are united, and the umbilical cord which was 
1 supposed to have been forever severed at the last 
Republican State Convention has been cemented in 
one symmetrical link by the apparent desire to de­ 
prive the northern and central portions of the State 
of their just measure of relief. 
Al! you gentlemen 
coming from the southern part of the 8 1ate to this 
Senate—for it is fr m that part of the State that the 
most of this illogical and unkind cry comes against 
the debris Act—comiug here a* you do and-aski g 
relief for yourselves; coming here and asking each 
of us to vo‘e for your measures, claimed to be 
needed for your section and your section alone ; ask­ 
ing us to repeal laws that have stood f<-r years, that 
have been decided over and over again to be wise 
and good; asking us to change every statute book 
in the State ; to overturn vested rights ; to destroy 
millions of dollars’ worth of property; asking us to 
make nev* rules for your government, and yet refus­ 
ing to help us in the hour of our trounle, and seek- 
iugto take from us all the relief we have. 
You re­ 
fuse to help us out of our slough of our de.«j>ond 
and morass of trouble under the specious plea that 
the Estate ought not to do anything in * the matter ; 
th t our rum is a mere local matter, of no con­ 
cern to you or your constituents 
The State 
ought to do the work wc need. 
The State ought to 
help all its citizens, and not give merely to South­ 
ern California because it sits up lik»: a sulky boy and 
says : “ If y(>u don’t give me what I want 1 will go 
out of the Stat *.” 
Why, a sulky child like that 
ought to he spanked and sent to bed, and Southern 
California ought to be well spanked and sat down 
upon by the balance of the State for those shrieks 
and cries lor money and help, while at the same 
time its people are holding public meetings and 
cheering for a division of the State. 
Behold ! those 
are the people that want to close the way to our 
prosperity ; that want to run Marysville and Sacra- 
¡m entó 
veritably 
into 
the 
ground; 
that 
want 
to 
destroy 
these 
cities 
that 
we 
have 
built 
up 
ami 
protected; 
and 
that 
wish to destroy this valley. Can it be possible that 
you are unwilling to give us help? You repeal the 
law that í ffers us some measure of relit-f. 
You 
leave the case just as it was he:ore the debris Act 
was passed. 
What mercy have the hydraulic 
miners, as to the filling the streams aud water 
courses of this State ? Ami right here let me say 
1 that, if I am correctly informed, these hydraulic 
miners have not manifested so much wickedness in 
this matter, 
if 1 am c rrecfly informed, they pro­ 
posed to give $35,000 to the city of Maraville, to he 
used in building levees, if they withdrew a certain 
• suit against them. 
So it seems that they are willing 
to do something in the matter. 
But vou Senators 
from Southern California may say that w e must 
' repeal this 
debris 
bill, and 
leave the peo­ 
ple 
of 
these 
valleys 
at 
the 
mercy 
of 
these hydraulic miners. 
You sa7 to them, “ Go on 
with your ruin and destruction. 
Go on filling up 
r the valleys, ruining the cities. 
We don’t care what 
! you do. 
We are going to bnild up the State of 
S mthem California, and do not care for anything 
except our end of the State. You people of northern 
and central California can go down to ruin and 
1 wreck if you wish, and we will extend to you no 
helping hand in your trouble.” 
I submit to the 
Senators that this sectionalism that is being preached 
and practiced here is out of place. 
1 feel, in the 
language of Senator Sears last session, although he 
has fallen from his statesmanlike views, that we 
ought to make it a State matter. 
In regard to this 
i matter of the mining industries of the Mate there 
is a S' cond view of this question. 
There was a time 
when the mining industry of California was the only 
industry of importance on the coast—a time when 
El Dorado county had more members of tlie I egis- 
lature than San Francisco ; Placer had more mem- 
• bers of the Legislature than San Francisco; when 
, Nevada county had more members of the Legis'.a- 
. ture than San Francisco; when the miners o! this 
i State had the power to enact such laws as they 
pleased; ai.d je t they legislated for the b. nefit of all 
classes, particularly the agriculturists, and specially 
for the remote portions oi our bt te. 
In those days 
ray friend from Marin represented a mining county, 
' and in th* sc davs the miners were just to ¡ill parts 
' of the State, and were willing to aid the State by a 
judicious system of interna! improvements. 
This 
j historical reminiscence ought to have a bearing on 
the questiou. 
It has some weight in shaping *ur 
course properly upon the measure now under dis- 
j cussion, and ought in some degree to he taken into 
j account. 
As illustret ng some views upou the min­ 
i ing interests of the State, permit me to re ad again 
‘ from this fountain of eloquence, from this lake of 
learning, fioo this rbet rical speech which 1 have 
j studied and admired— I mean the address of Senator 
' Sears, delivered in favor of the debris Act at the last 
' session of this Senate, and which is as follows : 
| 
“ The discussion ou this measure has carried me 
1 back to the early days of California. 
It has called 
: to my mind tho.scenes that I witnessed when I first 
j landed at Marysville. 
1 saw the Yuba river when it 
’ contained le-s debris t an the water I have drank 
in this Capitol this winter. 
I saw the river as clear 
as a mountain stream. 
I saw steamers ascend the 
Yuba F.s high as Park’s Bar. 
Where then there was 
from fifteen to twenty feet of water there now lie in 
its b*-d as many fc* t of gravel and sand ; where then 
were broad acres of rich, fertile lands, there are now 
devastation ai d ruin; where tin n were young 
orchards, gardens and fiel is of grain, they now lie 
buried many feet beneath a barren Fanil; where then 
the face of nature was deccrated with beautiful 
; flowers there now grow the willow and the thistle ; 
40,000 
acres of precious soil is desolated beyond re­ 
demption. 
An enterprising city, whose taxable 
property four years ago was rated at $4,0^0,000, is 
to-day reduced to $2,000,000, and its inhabitants 
await their doom for the coming of the next flood of 
slickcns to engulf them. 
*

» 
I recogniz m the mining interest of this State one 
too important to be stopped or crippled. The news 
. of the di=covery of go'd on this coast flashed like 
the morning light throughout the world. It brought 
to our f t ite men » f genius, enterprise, energy and 
courage ; they scattered throughout the mount ih.s, 
rivers, canyons and valleys ; they gave life and civili­ 
zation to an unknown wilderness ; without law so­ 
ciety was free from crime and intrigue. 
The crude 
customs of the miners were more sacredly observed 
| among the pioneers than our statutes to-daj*.” 
I 
Ano yet the Senator vote! against my murder 
• biil. 
“ Do you wish to stop this great anil growing 
| industry? I answer, * No, no.’” That is Mr. Sears 
speaking, not I. 
“ L i the good work go on.” Tiiat 
is just what Í say now. 
! 
“ The placer and hydraulic mines of this State have 
yielded over $800,000,000. 
They now yield annually 
j over $10,000,000. 
* 
* 
# 
Let the good work go 
j on, but let us try to prevent further damage 
; to 
the 
rivers 
and 
farming 
lands adjacent 
i thereto. 
The 
mines 
got 
a 
bad 
scare 
on 
! when 
they 
were 
enjoined 
two 
years ago. 
! They realize the magnitude of the damage they 
■ were indirectly doing. 
I call attention to the uc.e 
j by Senator Sears of the word “ indirectly.” 
‘ They 
' are will ng to contribute liberally to prevent further 
I damage.” Yet now the Senator thinks that the hy­ 
draulic miner is unwilling. 
I only read these remarks of Senator Sears be­ 
cause they exp rés my views better than I can ex­ 
press them myself, and not because it is senii- 
mental. 
As I said before, the question is whether 
or not we ought to stop this hydraulic mining and 
paralyze a great industry, throwing thousands of 
people out of employment, and by doing so reap no 
benefit, or whether we shall protect by wise legisla­ 
tion both miner and farmer. 
I ask Senators, in the 
language of my friend Sears, to do something to 
prevent the* valleys and the farms from being de­ 
vastated and destroyed, and also to do something 
: that will permit raining, the ancient industry of Gai- 
ifornia, to continue. If you pass this repealing 
law which is now before the Senate, what is to be­ 
come of these outstm d ng contracts? What is to 
b come of this amount of money that is to*day 
legally due to the contractors? What is to become 
of the $170,000 that to-day is due to these men, who 
m good faith accepted and in like good fa¡th have 
performed these contracts? The Directors had a 


right to let those contracts, and the work lfaving 
been done, the workmen should be paid. 
Even in 
California the laborer is worthy of his hire. 
The >enator from Marin took occasion t > speak in 
reference to the provision of the law that the Board 
of Examiners should not audit accounts. 
He voted 
for that provision. 
He made two objections to it 
last session 
It was necessary to be in the law in 
order that the work might go on without vexations 
and unnecessary delays, but if you pass this repeal­ 
ing law, pure and simpl»*, what íb to become of the 
accounts without any one to audit them, and wbat 
is to become of the property of the ¿State ? There is 
a large amount of property—levees, bridges, etc.— 
that belongs to the State ; w hat sha 1 be done with 
that? There is a larg** amount of work unfinished. 
We reported $170,000 as now legally due tj the con­ 
tractors. 
Do you propose to Wipe that out ? 
Do 
you propose to repudiate the obligations of the 
State? Do you propose te) say to these men that 
this money shall not he paid ? * And yet that is just 
the effect of the unc»>nditional repeal of this debris 
bill. 
If you pass the repeal bill pure and simple, 
you leave everything in a chaotic state. You offer no 
chances for the people to do work. 
You offer no re­ 
lief, and you in fact nib these men of $170,0W, and 
compel them to go knocking at the door of future 
Legislatures asking for relief, only to be met with 
some would-be economical general assertion that 
they ought not to be paid in the form in which they 
present their claim. 
It seems to me, Mr. President, 
that it would be unwise legislation—it would he al­ 
most wicked legislation 
tor us to repeal this Act, 
and make no provision for outstanding accounts or 
unfinished work, or the care of the property of the 
Stale, 
or 
the future 
prelection of 
valleys, 
farms and 
cities from overflow, 
or the pre­ 
servation of the 
river channels of our State. 
Let it be ame ded in some particular, so as to pro­ 
vide some means of guarding the State’s property. 
Will this rejK.al bill contain anything which is not 
objected to in the present law, and which will open 
the door of relief to the people who are suffering 
from troubles and danger and ruin which this State 
Las permitted to come upon them ? Do something. 
Do not content yourselves, because vou have the 
votes, with simply repealing the measure, which you 
say is bad, without substituting some measure of 
relief in its stead. 
Is it right to do so to the people 
thus suffering? Suppose a man was drowning and 
had possession of a stick which certainly afforded 
him Mime relief, and s- me man should come along, 
and instead of assisting him out of the water, 
should say : “ That is a horrible bad stick you have 
irot a hold of,” and should take it away from him. 
That 
stick 
was 
doing 
s -me good, and the 
diowning 
man 
would 
say, 
“ 
You must 
give 
me the 
same 
stick, or give 
me 
something el-e to help 
me out of 
the 
river. 
Don’t take from me this oulv plank, this only re­ 
lief ; don’t take that uwaj from me and leave me to 
drown in this river." 
I hat, however, is exactly 
what this Legislature is doing when it repeals the 
so called debris Act and offers us no other biil for 
our relief. 
The bill which Senator Hill has intro­ 
duced will do no good, hut by repealing the debris 
Act will do great harm. 
The testimony of the State 
Engineer establishes that fact. 
The bt te Engineer 
has testified before the Committee on Irrigation 
that there was enough detritus now stored up in 
the canyons of the bierra Nevadas to overwhelm 
the valleys of he>a ramento and Yuba beyond re­ 
demption. 
He testified to that fact. 
We have this 
testimony. 
We have the testimony of other men 
that bear him out. 
We have the 
testimony 
of 
Senator 
Sears 
to 
that 
eff et. 
for 
he 
said at the last session of the Legislature that there 
was enough detritus stored in the canyons to ruin 
and devastate the valleys, and that tne mere pre­ 
vention of hydraulic mining would not meet the 
case. 
The mere stopping of in draulic mining will 
not afford us relief. 
We must have other relief. 
We must have i’ from the State. 
We cannot bear 
the expense of doing it ourselves. 
The people own­ 
ing land in the Sacramento valley are not rich 
enough to do this work themselves. The State put 
them into this danger. The State permitted them 
to he ruined and the* State ought to assist them iu 
their danger and oftar them some relief in this 
matter. 
1 have spoken longer 
upon this matter, Mr. 
President, than I intended, longer than 1 ought to, 
because 1 know I shall suffer for it iu body here­ 
after, and I presume from the glittering? in the t-ye 
of the Senator from the Thirteenth, and the de­ 
termined expression of couutenam c of the Sen tor 
from Marin, that I shall suffer more in mind than 
body from what ! li ve done to day. 
But, as 
Sterne sa»s: 
“ ih e Lord tempers the wind to the 
shorn lamb.” 
I suppose tie w ill give me strength 
enough to withstand attacks of the giant on my left 
and the giant on my right. 
1 do not think this bill 
ought to pass, because 1 believe that something 
ought to be done. 
N-*t because I believe this debris 
Act is the best in the world. 
I have already ex­ 
pressed myself on that matu-r, and 1 ¿ould in ud- 
ditian briefly state here lic.it i think it is endurable, 
for its good outweighs its \ ad provisions. 
The de­ 
bris Act is one by which something is done for 
our relief. 
The 
engineers ^ay that the bill, 
the 
law 
atul 
the 
system 
are 
good ; 
and 
right here permit me to say that it is highly unfair 
to repeal this debris Act now without having given 
itafairtrial. 
It was but an experiment, and the 
engineer testified, as every member of that commit­ 
tee will recollect, aud other Senators that were pres­ 
ent when he testified will also recollect, that the en­ 
gineers all testified that unless this matter was 
permitted to be carried on f* r two years more*, this 
experiment could not be Said to have been fairly 
tried. Aud yet my amendments to defer re; eal one 
or two years were voted down. 
We claim that the 
works have been commenced, aoil that they h .veso 
far none some good. 
We claim that the experiment 
and the works have not been thoroughly tried, and 
tin t if you rejKiai the debris Act now, you have not 
given the friends *»f this law a fair chance in the 
matter. 
We claim a.*ain, that the engineers 
and 
all 
other 
persons 
interested 
say 
that 
those works w ill rec lira the laud, and will permit 
the rivers to scour out their channels so as to carry 
down this detritus. 
We claim, again, that it is bad 
policy to stop the present plan for utter stagnation. 
We claim that it is tatter to do a little g *jd than to 
stop doing good at all. 
We claim that it is better 
to expeud some money in trying to help the people 
than it is to sit or stand, witn folded arms, and re­ 
fuse all relief to this suffering people. 
There will 
be sorrow aud npsery in tne world, let every man be 
never so charitable ; but simply because the indi­ 
vidual or society cannot relieve al' eases of distress, 
will 
you 
close your 
heart 
to charity ?—will 
you 
refuse 
to 
give 
anything ! — will 
you 
refuse 
to 
aid 
the 
destitute 
and the Buffering? And 1 claim that the same rule 
applies to this question. 
Wc do not claim that this 
law has worked miracles. 
We do not claim that it 
has been a success in every particular, but we do 
claim that it has done some good, and ask you not 
to repeal a law that has he ped us some and then 
leave us without any assistance—refu-e to give us 
any relief at all. 
I ask you to answer the question 
as to whether something ought not to be done to 
give us some relief. 
I ii-k you, Senators from Los 
Angeles and Santa Clara and M« nterev, to act as 
representatives 
from the people of California, 
and to decide the question in a State sen*»c. 
Decide

manner 
in 
which 
you 
should 
decide 
all 
questions 
coming 
before 
the Senate, and that. is. will it benefit the whole 
State?—is it a measure calculated to aid in the sys­ 
tem of internal improvements so universally con­ 
ceded to be true American doctrine in State pr 
Na io al affairs? 
Let your vote bent fit the people 
of California ; let it hel; 
this portion of the state, 
and in helping this one portion of the State it helps 
all po. tionsof the State. 
Give us relief. 
Give us 
something. 
Do not take from us that which we 
Lave, and < ffer us nothing in return. Do your duty 
as representatives of the whole broad btate cf Cali­ 
fornia, not as mere agents of sections or Senators of 
a limited and coutiacted constituency. We ask help 
—we need help. 
You can give us relief; it Í9 your 
duty to answer our call. 
Herein fail not as you 
value the future of yourselves ar.d your State. 
We submit the question to the careful considera­ 
tion of this Senate, well knowing that you hate the 
numbers perhaps to repeal this iaw, aud well know­ 
ing also that truth, anti justice, aud equity are on 
the side of those who oppose tho repeal of this 
debris A ct; well knowing that in years to come tin: 
Senator who votes to repeal this debris Act will 
curse the day when he voted in answer to prejudice 
and passion, as it seems to me every vote will be 
given that is given for repeal.

Being now in the m idst of a storm , which 
bids fair to continue as long as the trad i­ 
tional one, 
a t the beginning of which 
•Jonah w ent into the business of shipping 
all kinds of live stock, perhaps a few item s 
from here m ay he of interest to some of 
your readers. 
The storm of the season 
commenced here last F'riday and continued 
until Sunday evening. 
D uring th a t tim e 
an immense am ount of snow fell. 
Snow on 
th e m ountains and rain in th e valleys. 
M onday was p artially clear and quite 
warm, th e snovr m elting fast on the sides 
of th e m ountains. 
Tuesday a warm rain 
commenced again, w hich has continued 
alm ost uninterruptedly since, taking the 
accum ulated snow s of th e w inter from the 
m ountains, and which, if continued m uch 
longer, will leave them entirely liare. 
The 
result of this storm is tiiaf. our valley is 
flooded, and the stream s are as high as ever 
know n before. 
- 
There is a peculiarity about the confor­ 
m ation of this county, which probably no 
other iu the S tate possesses. 
Lassen coun­ 
ty has an area of about 4,700 square miles. 
Five-sixths of the w ater th a t falls on this 
large surface is absorbed w ithin its lim its, 
th e drainage of

rivers. 
Eagle,

Tne lovers aud absorbers of iced punches 
and cobblers begin to look w ith dism ay at 
the prospects tor th eir favorite sum m er 
Leverages, as not a pound of ice has been 
stored here as yet, as at no tim e during 
the w inter has there been a continuation 
of cold sufficient to produce an article of 
the required thickness for storing. 
Compared w ith form er w inters bu t few 
cattle have been fed in this county during 
this, th e low price of beef in the m arkets 
deterring form er dealers from investing; 
th e consequence is there will be quite a 
surplus ot hay. 
I saw a statem ent tjhat Lassen county 
raised the past season 10,000 boxes of apples. 


THE TRUTH IS, 
Susanville alone raised th a t m any, while 
the crop of th e whole county am ounted to 
over 20,000 boxes 
of 50 pounds each. 
O ut of this large am ount, com paratively 
hu t few boxes rem ain in th e hands of 
grow ers for spring demand. 
The coming season bids fair to he one of 
interest to the m ining interests of this 
county, as I hear th a t extensive prospect­ 
ing will be done, w hich no doubt will 
develop m uch of 
the 
hidden m ineral 
w ealth of the county. 
I hear th a t a com­ 
pany has been formed in Plum as to pros­ 
pect Diamond m ountain, which lies to the 
south of this town. 
This company pro­ 
poses to run a tunnel into th e m ountain to 
prospect an old river channel, supposed to 
be running through it, and which has 
never been prospected. 
The m ines of 
H ayden Hill are an established fact, based 
on a handsome yield of gold each m outh, 
the shareholders of which receive th eir 
dividends in the precious m etal taken from 
th eir own claims, and not from the sale of 
worthless stocks. 


NEWS NOTES. 
I hear b ut little said now about the n ar­ 
row-gauge railroad th a t was talked of be­ 
ing built through this county. 
The fact is 
people are losing confidence in th e con­ 
struction a road th at scatters so m uch—one 
day running through Sierra and Plum as 
counties, and the next through Lassen, 
w ith no objective point only the Oregon 
line, which is about as definite as th e 
sm all boy’s usuai answ er to the question of 
where he is going, “ 0 , som ew here.” 
The Odd Fellows have nearly com pleted 
th eir new hall in town. 
This hall, when 
finished and furnished, will compare favor­ 
ably w ith any in the State. 
Tne hall for 
the m eetings of the members is 60 feet 
long and 27 wide, w ith a spacious ante and 
property-room . 
The Johnson county governm ent bill is 
an item th a t interests the people of this 
county to an alarm ing extent. 
T hat bill 
places Lassen in the sixth clas3, and makes 
the combined salaries of the county officers 
each year (not including Superior Judge, 
Assessor or Supervisors) am ount to the 
sum of §19,200, which sum would bank­ 
ru p t th e county th e first year. 
The 
am ount of taxes raised in this county the 
past year was §32,325 06, a t a percentage 
of §2 4S on each §100. 
This tax is a 
heavy draught on th e resources of the 
county, and it is plain to see w hat would 
be the result if such a bill becomes a law. 
I t is evident to an observer th a t if the 
present salaries of county officers were re­ 
duced there would be plenty of aspirants. 
And why not ? 
Mo9t of the offices are 
filled by men who, unlike the professions, 
do not qualify them selves by a long course 
of expensive study, bu t who seek the po­ 
sitions for the pay the salaries afford for 
the am ount of labor done, and who aie 
generally chosen by parties for “ avail­ 
ability ” alone ; at least, this is too often 
the case. 
There have been no epidem ics in this 
part of the county this w inter, and few 
deaths.

F o u r Men I*.nIJy 
San F r a n c isc o, February 11th.—A very 
disastrous explosion occurred last evening on 
the steamer City uf Stockton at a point 21 
miles below th at city, which resulted in the 
scalding of four men named W illiam Hurley, 
Charles Lyons, Richard Stunter, Geek hands, 
aud a passenger who got on at Bacon's Islaud, 
whose name the reporter could not learn. 
The steamer left Stockton for this city about 
6 o’clock last evening. 
A t halt-past 7 the 
branch steam pipe leading from the throttle 
to the port engine, which pipe is of one- 
eighth inch boiler plate, hurst, the iron bei»g 
rent like an earthen rile, and a heavy draft, of 
steam darted out with a rush and roar, in­ 
stantly filling the engine room with a deadly 
vapor. The steam tore out the ceiling boards 
for a space of ten feet and ripped out 
the 
partition 
which 
separated 
Hurley 
and Lyons’ bunks from tire engine room, 
forced its way in and fearfully scalded their 
faces, shotdders aud hands. 
The men in 
their agony ran out into the engine room con­ 
stantly inhaling the heavy cloud of steam 
and fell unconscious. 
The other two men 
were near tire starboard engine at the time 
and were not so badly scalded, although they, 
too, were rendered uncouscious from the ef­ 
fects of the explosion. 
The men were at 
once given all possible care, and lotions aud 
bandages were applied. 
H urley’s injuries 
are the most dangerous, and they may result 
fatally. 
The others will 
recover. 
The 
steamer arrived here at about 10 o’clock this 
morning, having been compelled to use one 
engine only. 
She is now at W ashington- 
street wharf. 
The men were brought to this 
city, and were sent to St. M ary’s Hospital. 
Hurley is unmarried, and has a mother. 
Lyons has a family. 
All the deck hands be­ 
long in this city. 


B etw een F ire anil W ater —A B u rn in g 
House on an Overflow ed Islan d . 
R io V is t a , February 11th.—The house of 
.T. W. F’ergusou on Braunau Island, opposite 
this place, was destroyed by tire yesterday 
morning. F'erguson was one of the few whom 
the floods had cot driven from the island. 
His house was larger and stronger than the 
majority, and though the water was some 
two feet deep on the lower floor, the family 
were quite secure in the upper story. 
This 
morning Mr. F'erguson came to town, leav­ 
ing Iris wife and infant child, with a young 
lady friend, sole occupants of the premises. 
It was during his absence th at the fire 
occurred. 
H alf the roof was in flames when 
it was discovered by Mrs. F'erguson. 
I t is 
needless to eularge upon the peril of the 
situation — two women, one 
in 
delicate 
health, alone with a little child, in a burning 
house, sum unded on every side by from 
six to 
eight 
feet of 
water, 
w ith no 
boat 
aud 
no 
neighbors 
within 
call. 
Happily, 
two 
Chinamen were discovered 
working on the levee at some distance from 
the house, who, having been signaled, came 
leisurely to t he rescue. 
Soon after a neigh­ 
bor who had caught sight of the flames ar­ 
rived, and with the aid of the Chinese suc­ 
ceeded in saving a part of the furniture. Mr. 
F'erguson, meanwhile, had discovered the 
conflagration, aud was hastening home with 
feaiful forebodings, accompanied by several 
boat loads of men from town. 
They arrived 
too late to render much assistance, however, 
as the entire building was in flames. All that 
could be dor.e was to take from the water the 
furniture th at had been thrown from the win­ 
dows and convey it to this place. 
The fire is 
supposed to have originated in the roof, at 
the point where the stovepipe passed through, 
though this was thought to be well protected. 
The loss will exceed §2,000, and following, as 
it does, the destruction of nearly half a mile 
of his levee, and the submerging of his entire 
farm, would utterly crush a less courageous 
man. 
There was no insurance.
